THE MEXICAN CUPID. 


CAPERS OF TFIE CUNNT50 BOD fit 
TiiE CACTUS REPUBLIC. 


M odern Rom eos an d Ju lie ta —“ M ak­ 
ing the B ear” —A Mexican W ed­ 
d in g -S o c ia l Cuatoms.

M ex ico , September 19, 1885. 
If greater liberty between the sexes may 
be regarded as indicative of progress, M ex­ 
ico has advanced greatly within the last de­ 
cade beyond those Eastern nations which, 
in many respects, she closely resembles. 
H er style of architecture, marmer of con­ 
ducting business and many details of fam­ 
ily life, are essentially Moorish, Syrian and 
O riental; yet her social onstoms are a judi­ 
cious compromise between the absolute 
freedom of the North and those of lands 
where vailed and secluded beauties are 
prisoners before marriage and servants af­ 
terwards. 
In Mexico ladies o f the better 
class are never seen upon the streets alone, 
and are seldom permitted even to go to 
church 
at midday 
unattended. 
Their 
neighborly visits, which are incessant— 
for their narrow lives are by no means free 
from the female propensity to gossip— are 
invariably made in bevies or in the care of 
trusted servants. 
In the City of Mexico 
and a few other cosmopolitan places, it is 
the fashion for ladies to ait in their closed 
carriages at the doors of the shops while 
obsequious clerks bring oat their stock, 
piece by piece, for inspection; but in most 
portions of the Republic ladies 
8H01“ BY PROXY, 
So to speak, servants running to and fro 
between merchant and customer till the 
latter is suited, or—what is more probable 
—til! she gives up the point and takes what 
she can get. 
Perhaps the reason why one 
sees so much execrable dressing in Mexico, 
and colors that "swear at one another" in 
ghastly combination, is not that our fair 
neighbors are deficient in good taste, but 
because they are obliged to depend upon 
masculine selections. 
I remember a pretty 
little lady in Monterey who was plunged 
into the deepest grief because her new ca­ 
sino costume (for the Governor's ball, too !) 
presented as m any incongruous hues in 
material and trimming as Joseph’s historic 
coat, and who tearfully declared that "all 
m en are color-blind.” 
" W hy didn't you 
go and match it yourself?” I ventured to 
suggest. 
A look of horror crept over her 
face — actually a blush upon the olive 
cheek, as with vivacious gestures she ex­ 
plained how ashamed she would lie to do 
so unladylike a th in g! 
Let no one imagine that these restric­ 
tions are forced by stem male relatives 
upon the ladies of Mexico. Whatever may 
be paterfamilias opinions, the softer sex 
keep instinctively within prescribed limits, 
and would be distressed beyond measure 
if compelled to deviate from them ; though 
whether from hereditary habit, or from the 
Catholic education that makes conventual 
life attractive, I do not know. 
It must indeed be true that Mexican 
“ matches are made in heaven,” for the 
youth of this country have few opportuni­ 
ties of performing that pleasant business 
for themselves. 
Here the señoritas are not 
permitted to go to balls or theaters, to drive 
or promenade on the plazas, or even to sit 
in their own parlors, without the vigilant 
supervision of mother or duenna. 
If our 
more matter-of-fact Northern gentlemen 
were accorded none o f the privileges of so­ 
cial propinquity, it is greatly to be feared 
that an alarming increase of old niaidism 
would result, and a corresponding decrease 
o f matrimonial statistics. 
But 
“ THE OLD, OLD STORY,” 
A s new to-day a3 when learned by the first 
pair in Eden, will be told by Southern 
youth despite all restrictions. 
W hen a 
Mexican gallant fixes his affections upon a 
girl he has generally to undergo greater 
privation and tribulation before he can 
hope to win her, than did the Biblical 
lover who served Beven years. 
Of course 
h e has no special acquaintance with the 
maiden o f his choice, and may not go to 
the paternal casa to call upon her like an 
honest man, nor prcs3 his Sunday “ suit” 
upon her papa's parlor chairs. 
All that 
wonld be considered dreadfully immoral in 
Mexico, and the maiden who permitted it 
w ould loose caste at once. Indeed, he must 
meander back and forth before her w in­ 
dows, day after day aud night after night, 
until he Las succeeded in attracting her at­ 
tention ; attracting the attention also o f the 
entire neighborhood, if not tiiat of the po­ 
lice or the family bull-dog. 
If the dam­ 
sel's affections are not otherwise bestowed, 
you may be sure she is not slow to lespond, 
for to her dreamy existence romance conies 
as a boon from heaven. W hen she begins 
to smile, though never so coyiy upon hira, 
beholder grows and tosses bouquets between 
her casement bars (when the old folks are 
not looking), with tender biilet-doux hid­ 
den in their hearts, like “ love among the 
roses.” 
This is called “ m aking the bear” 
(why I do not know, except that those rest­ 
less quadrupeds are supposed to be con­ 
stantly pacing to and fro), and is sometimes 
kept up for years, the faithful Romeo being 
nightly found beneath hi3 Juliet’s window. 
S I*, secure behind the cruel bars, or aloft 
upon her balcony, loans forth in the m oon­ 
light sm iling sweet responses to his sere­ 
nades, or renders him rapturous by impro­ 
vising 
' 
‘ 
A l o v e r ’s t e l e g r a p h 
From a spool of thread, by means o f which 
impassioned messages may travel between 
them, or bouquets, and other gagcs d'amour 
be hauled up. 
One couple of m vaeqaint- 
ance have been doing this sort of'thing for 
six long years, and apparently the wedding 
day is no nearer than now, for this Romeo 
has never spoken to his Juliet, or touched 
her tinv h a n d ! Call these not wasted years, 
m y unposted friend, but rather the hap­ 
piest season o f life—the spring-time of love 
whose ideal j’oys have no returning. 
To 
him that slender string is as Jacob's ladder 
leading straight to heaven ; and surely an 
angel is at the end of i t ! Their sentimental 
raptures, when merged into matrimony, 
would soon degenerate to the common 
place, while now the dream that intoxi­ 
cates both, being free from any taint of 
grossness or sensuality, is not “ of the 
earthy, earthy.” 
• 
During these “ spooning” days it is aston­ 
ishing how devoutly religious the lovers 
become, attending church constantly. Their 
health, also, suddenly demands a vast 
am ount of exercise in the plaza, for ■ at 
church and on the promenade are about 
the only places where, by any possibility, 
they may meet. 
It ¡3 the custom in this - 
- - 
0 
Catholic country to attend mass verv earlv i forward helter-skelter, his energies taxed to 
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m ent 
alone. 
W ith the parents’ 
con­ 
sent h e may call at stated intervals and 
converse with her in 
the presence of 
the fam ily: but, though the betrothment 
is a legal ceremony, witnessed and record­ 
ed, aiid aimoet as binding as marriage 
itself, not until the hym cnial knot is Se­ 
curely tied can he exchange a word with 
her in private, or attend her any whore in 
public. 
Such trifling details as getting ac­ 
quainted with her tastes and temper are re­ 
served for connubial bliss. 
And , however 
unsuitable the union may prove, there is 
no release but death in this Catholic coun­ 
try, where divorcement is impossible. Nat­ 
urally, domestic tragedies som etimes occur, 
but truth compels us to admit that they are 
far less numerous than in our own land, 
where every opportunity is afforded for 
thorough acquaintance before marriage. 
The reason lies in the different education 
o f the weaker sc-x. 
Ir. M exico there are no 
strong-minded females, no grasping after 
unattainable “ spheres,” nor struggling for 
rights which include the wearing o f un 
mentionables. 
Girls arc not cultured up to 
the Bostonian poir.t in occult sciences, but 
the utmost lim it o f their learning is a little 
music, a smattering of drawing, and per­ 
haps a language or two besides their own. 
Their dainty lingers can execute marvels of 
laco-work and embroidery, and sometimes 
can fashion their own garments. 
They are 
thoroughly conversant with the lives o f ail 
the saints and saintesses, and the minutest 
details of church requirements ; can repeat 
catechisms and orisonci 
the yard, and 
have been carefully nurtured in the idea 
that 
THE CHTKK KIÍD OK WOMAN 
Is to become obedient wives, and to per­ 
form all the praiersand penances that may 
be needed to secure heaven's clemency for 
their sons and husbands. 
Their gent'e 
hearts are by nature filled with warmest 
tenderness and womanly devotion, and the 
hu-band must be a brute indeed if he can­ 
not manage such a “ better half.” who has 
no wish to rebel. 
In many Mexican cities it is the custom 
to announce the engagement by means of 
printed cards—similar to that used for wed­ 
dings, funerals and hmras for the dead. 
Among my numerous collection here is 
one in faultless Spanish, which says that 
Senor Don Matirio Narciss >, of Sepulvideo, 
and Señorita Dolores ltefugeo Viliasena, of 
Zarale, have "contracted matrimony " (i. e., 
are betrothed), and have the honor to offer 
themselves " a tu dis/Meicion de U'~—at the 
reader’s disposal! 
In Mexico, as in Spain 
and other southern countries, a lady re­ 
tains her maiden cognomen after marriage, 
and, though she annexes her husband's by 
means of a de, is still universally known 
by her own family name. 
The wonder is that anybody ever gets 
married in Mexico! 
Not only are there the 
dungers and difficulties of sub rosa court­ 
ing which I have endeavored to describe, 
but marriage hero means the expenditure 
of more m oney than the average youtii can 
acquire till his “ salad days" are safely 
over. 
Here, as elsewhere, bachelorhood 
becomes chronic in course of tim c.’nnd few 
afflicted with it till middle age care then to 
brave the perils of-matritnony. Therefore, 
M exico is full of eligible unmarried men, 
and the " Biirplus woman" of the north 
cannot do better than emigrate hither. Ac­ 
cording to Mexican custom, the prospective 
bridegroom must not only lurnish a bouse 
beforehand, but must 
purchase all the 
wedding trousseau, even to remotest acces­ 
sories of the toilette which may be needed 
in years to come. 
He is also expected to 
m ake gifts to the bridesmaids, the bride’s 
fam ily, and all im m ediately concerned, be­ 
sides defraying the expense of wedding 
festivities. 
It must be remembered that 
EVERYTHING COSTS ENORMOUSLY HERE 
As compared to our prices, household fur­ 
niture and goods of all kinds being im ­ 
ported at great expense in transportation, 
as there are comparatively no manufactor­ 
ies, few railroads and the duties are bimply 
outrageous. 
Fortunately for the groom's 
depleted purse, there is no going off on 
wedding tours, the presence of anything 
but stage or mule transit being o f too ro­ 
cen*. date to have established a fashion 
for such foolishness. 
Two separate aud distinct ceremonies aro 
required to satisfy the demands of both 
Church and Slate. 
The former is an ex­ 
ceedingly long and tedious rite, during 
which the contracting parties are obliged 
to kneel many times. 
W hile in that posi­ 
tion a white silk rope is thrown over their 
shoulders, sym bolizing hym cnial bondage, 
as it ties tLem firmly together. 
I have 
never seen or heard of a bride among the 
upper classes in Mexico who was not mar­ 
ried in white silk or satin, with the tradi­ 
tional veii, orange blossoms, etc., and I 
doubt if one would consider herself legally 
wedded if otherwise attired. 
True, the 
frightened Romero generally manages to 
put his foot through the flowing veil, if he 
doesn't actually knock his bride over at 
tiie altar by treacling i>n her train; while 
poor Juliet struggles helplessly in the en­ 
tanglement of her delicate draperies in 
kneeling and rising. 
Not unfrequently the 
bridal costume (ordered by the groom with 
the rest of the trousseau) fits decidedly “too 
quick,” or hangs like that oft-quoted shirt 
on a bean-pole. 
I have som etimes sincere­ 
ly pitied 
X TOOK LITTLE BRIDE, 
.W hose perhaps splendid outfit—purchased 
w ith the iavishness o f premarital love, 
which seornes expenses as never afterwards 
—comprises many rich dresses, in which 
she must array "herself for an indefinite 
number of years, however unbecoming 
they may be, or if they give to her the 
graceful contour of “ a meal-bag tied in the 
m iddle.” 
The ceremony is followed by great festiv­ 
ities, which are frequently kept up for days. 
On leaving the church, the newly-married 
pair occupy separate 
carriages, Romeo 
hastening ahead to welcome his wife at the 
door of the hom e he has prepared for her. 
One can fancy the pleasure our Juliet finds 
in inspecting for the first tim e the house­ 
hold arrangements that love has provided 
—though 1 imagine they m ust be very in­ 
complete when made by tho average un­ 
sophisticated lover. 
However, tim e can 
correct all shortcomings, although the first 
connubial breakfast partaken under their 
own vine and fig tree may, perchance, lack 
a teakettle dr som e sim ilar convenience in 
its preparation.

EARLY D.vYS IN EL DORADO. 


El 


C am paign A gainst th e D igger In d ian s— 
R em iniscences. 
In the fall of 1850 occurred the first 
Dorado campaign against the Indians, 
was claimed that the object was to sup­ 
press an ludían insurrection. 
The truth is 
that there had not been any outbreak or 
any probability of one. 
The Digger In­ 
dians are too cowardly to fight when they 
can have a chance to run. 
Two white men 
had been robbed and murdered, and it 
was afterwards ascertained that they had 
been murdered by white men, who spread 
a report to screen themselves, that the In ­ 
dians had done it. 
Poor Lo had only re­ 
ceived cruel and inhum an treatment from 
the whites, when the latter should hare 
protected ami defended this despised race. 
As soon as tho report of the Indian out­ 
break reached Colonia, Sheriff Rogers went 
below to consult Governor Burnett. 
The 
Governor issued a Major's commission to 
Sheriff Rogers, with authority to raise 
troops sufficient to quell tho insurrection. 
Sheriff' Rogers raised about 200 men in the 
county, and took the warpath at the head 
of his troops the last of November, 1850. 
Leslie H. Mfclíinney, County Clerk of El 
Dorado, was second in command in the 
expedition, and I.uthrop Drum First Lieu­ 
tenant. 
The Indians, on the approach of 
the troops, scattered in every direction and 
fled to the mountains. Major Rogers swept 
south across El Dorado county with his 
troops, into what is now a part of Amador 
county, scouring the hills and mountains 
for Indians, but finding none. 
One small 
detachment of troops, under command of 
Captain McKinney, ran across a stray In­ 
dian, who fled up the mountain, with the 
troops in pursuit. 
Captain McKinney, in 
advance of his men, discharged his pistols 
at the Indian, without effect! and was close 
npon him , when the Indiap turned and 
shot his last arrow, mortally wounding as 
brave and noble a man as ever had the 
honor of holding office in the county of El 
Dorado. 
Lieutenant Drum, in a moment 
after 
the Captain fell from his horse, 
was by his side, and killed the Indian. 
Captain M cKinney, in falling irom his 
horse, broke the arrow, leaving about five 
inches in his body. 
Major Rogers was im ­ 
mediately informed 
of iiis death, the 
troops were recalled, and with 
shroud­ 
ed 
banner 
and 
muffled 
drum 
they 
marched into Coloma carrying the body of 
the dead to the Rogers H otel. 
Dr. Sinion- 
ton, of Colotna, performed a post mortem 
examination, and found that the arrow had 
passed about half way through the Cap­ 
tain’s 
heart. 
The funeral took 
place 
at 
Colonia, and 
our 
citizens 
turned 
out en masse to perform the last sad act of 
respect to the remains of the brave and 
noble dead. 
The troops were discharged 
from further 
service 
at Coloma, 
and 
returned 
to 
their 
m ining 
claims. 
The expedition had cost the State $100,000. 
which the Federal Government afterwards 
paid, so that this Indian’s scalp cost the na­ 
tion that large sum. 
1 would be pleased if 
some mathematician would tell us wliat it 
would oost the Government to secure every 
Indian scalp in the United States at that 
prico. 
John Knowles was an old pioneer, hav­ 
ing settled in ’49 at Coloma, and in tho fall 
of '50 was running a butcher’s shop on the 
north side of the river, near the store of J. 
S. Kittle. 
The beef was of excellent qual­ 
ity, but we had no fresh pork or mutton in 
the market, and it could not be procured at 
any 
price. 
Knowles 
is 
now 
located 
at 
Modesto, and 
lias a large flouring 
m ill, manufacturing flour for 
the 
San 
Francisco market. 
George Chadwick was 
carrying on a blacksmith Eiiop, and I 
think that it was the only one in the place 
in the fill of 'f>0; horse-slioeing 
w h s one 
ounce per horse, and all kinds o f black­ 
sm ith work carried with it a very high 
price. The last I knew of Chadwick he 
was running a blacksmith shop.on Fourth 
Btrec-t in your city, between I r.nd J. 
After Philip Beheld left Coloma, John 
Merchant established a baker’s shop on 
Piety H ili, and supplied the town* and 
m ining population with bread, pies and 
cakes. 
Whether he is dead or living. I 
cannot say. Hutchings, an old forty-niner, 
lived on the north side oi the river, and 
was the first miner who located quartz 
claim s in the vicinity o f Coloma, and 
turned his attention to prospecting for gold 
in quartz. 
In '51 he opened u book in the 
Recorder’s office 
for 
recording 
quartz 
claim s—$3) per claim —aud I have re­ 
corded live in one day. 
As soon as the 
miners discovered that quartz rock con­ 
tained gold, there was a big rush to locate 
claims. 
Hutchings in ’5i had a promising 
quartz claim near Kelseys. 
In '49 J. B. 
Phelps, father-in-law uf e'x-Senator James 
T._Farley, worked at General Sutter’s saw­ 
m ill, r.nd hanled logs to the mill, und nart 
of bis tim e wielded the pick and shovel in 
the mines. 
Mr. Phelps resides now in San 
Francisco, and is a Custom-house officer.

W hen, however, wine “ spurts" in the 
barrel, is turbid to tho eye, and fiat to the 
taste—when, poured into a glass, a crown 
of small bubbles rises to the top, and when, 
slightly shaken, silky little waves move 
about in all directions, then a m inute fila­ 
ment, about the thousandth part of a m ill­ 
imeter in diameter, of variable length and 
extreme tenacity, has made its appearance. 
In large quantities this organism forms a 
glutinous deposit at the bottom of the 
cask, producing carbonic acid, which spoils 
the wine. 
The disease of turbid, spurted, 
and spoiled wine is fermentation, caused by 
an organism—a ferment—originally exist­ 
ing on the surface of the grape, where also 
exists the organism which causes the order­ 
ly and vinous fermentation. All red wines, 
especially tho finest of the Cote d’Or, 
are 
subject 
to 
this 
disease, 
which 
makes 
them 
bitter 
and 
unfit 
to 
drink. 
W hite wines, on the contrary, 
are exem pt from this, but arc subject to 
another disease, called maladie dt la graisxe. 
They, too, become turbid ; but where the 
red are bitter, these are tlat, insipid and 
vicious. 
The maladie de la graiae is due to 
a filamentous organism like that which 
makes red wine sp u rt; but the two differ 
in structure aud physiological action. The 
remedy in either case is to kill the organ­ 
ism by beat. 
One m inute’s heating at the 
proper temperature is enough to preserve 
the wine from all the diseases caused by 
fermentation. 
This heating in no wise af­ 
fects the most delicate bouquet of the most 
delicate vintage, and though experts at 
first professed to detect a shade of differ­ 
ence in the flavor between the heated and 
the unheated wines, when they had de­ 
tected a like shade between two glasses 
poured out of the same bottle they con­ 
fessed their defeat, and Pasteur's remedy 
for calorification was justified.—[The Fort­ 
nightly Review.

The Dead sea is an old and decrepit salt 
lake in a very advanced stage of evapora­ 
tion. It lies several feet below the level 
of the Mediterranean, just as tho Caspian 
lies several feet beiow the level ol the Black 
se a : and, as in botli cases the surface must 
once have been continuous, it is clear that 
the water of either sheet must have dried 
up to a very considerable extent. 
But 
w hile the Caspian has shrunk only to 85 
feet below the Black sea, the Dead sea has 
shrunk to the enormous depth of 1.292 
feet below the Mediterranean. 
Every now 
and then som e enterprising De Lcsscps or 
other proposes to diga canal from the Med­ 
iterranean to the Dead sea, and so re­ 
establish the old high level. 
Tho effect 
of this very revolutionary proceeding would 
he to llood th'e entire Jordan vallev, con- 
j nect the sea of Galilee with the Dead sea, 
and play the dickens generally with Scrip­ 
ture geography, to the infinite delight of 
Sunday-school classes.

Dead sea first began its independent career the extended leaf of

i n t h e U n it e d S t a t e s .— Sta­ 
tistics recently published show that in 
1SG5 the number o f insane persons was 
only 24,042. 
Five years later it reached 
37,432, and by 18S0 treatment was required 
for 91,959 lunatics. 
The increase of insan­ 
ity during the years from .1870 to 1880 was 
nearly 150 per cent., while that of the total 
population was only about 26 per cent. 
These -figures, however, do not represent 
the natural increase, for during the above 
period a large number of lunatics previously- 
concealed were brought into public notice 
by more thorough investigation. 
In addi­ 
tion to the several large county asylum s in 
the United States there are 80 State and 10 
private institutions for the care of the in ­ 
sane. with a proper capacity for about 40,­ 
000, but containing 53 192 insane persons, 
thus leaving 40,000 lunatics to be cared for 
elsewhere. 
The proportion of insane is 
greatest in New England, but the increase 
has been most rapid in the Western States.

The styles in long and short 
garments were about equally divided, the 
new creations in the former appearing in 
such grace of form and outline, and fash­ 
ioned o f such novel and elegant materials 
as to re-establish them in any favor they 
may have lost for a season. 
Velvet-figured 
wool goods, plush, bengaline, velvet-bro­ 
caded Ottoman silk, combined with plain 
velvet, satin duchess and black Victoria 
silk, were used for these, and also for the 
dressy visites and other short confections. 
Am ong the “ exclusive" styles this season 
are long Spanish wraps made of blaek bro­ 
caded satin, richly lined and decorated. 
One brought by a returned tourist from 
I’aris is made o f velvet-brocaded Ottoman 
silk, lined with pale primrose surah, and 
trimmed with cascades of genuine old 
Spanish lace eight inches wide, headed by 
bands o f massive Jet-work ifi floral de.-iqns. 
A short wrap in visite shape is made of 
black Sicihenne, trimmed w'itii silk, gimp 
and chenille bands, and lined with Bur­ 
gundy red satin. 
Down the front are 
handsome clasps of real silver in filigree. 
Cheviot is largely imported this season, 
and in a diversity of handsome designs 
In character it closely resembles goods of 
the same name brought out for gentlem en’s 
wear, but the former are lighter in texture, 
and interm ingled with other fabrics like 
chenille, silk, velvet, etc., and are also 
more diversified in coloring. 
These goods 
are first choices with many ladies in select­ 
ing fabrics lor “ tailor costumes," although 
the beauty and variety in woolen fabrics of 
every description have rarely, if ever, been 
equaled iu tiie history o f trade ; silks, sat­ 
ins. velvets, and, indeed, alm ost everv sort 
o f rich dress fabrics having given place to 
those materials for utility and street wear. 
There is a certain furore for the bourettea 
styled "frise,” and shaggy, curled woolens, 
but the present enthusiasm is not likely to 
last.

^ An exquisitely beautiful bridal gown just 
finished is made of a magnificent quality of 
white satin duchess, the front and sides 
veiled with duchess lace flounces four in 
number, and set upon the satin foundation 
with but slight fullncss.to show the beauti­ 
ful design. 
Tho underarm portions of the 
bodice broaden into panels of the satin, 
which are bordered ail around with pearl- 
wrooght applique panels six inches wide. 
This trimming continues up each side of 
the bodice front, which opens over a slen­ 
der vest of duchess lace. 
The sleeves are 
elbow 
length, and 
trimmed to corre­ 
spond with falling raffles of the lace fin­ 
ishing the edge?. 
The train is moderately 
long, the sides held by the back portion of 
the long panels.

He stands in an open'courtyard 
without a tree, a grass-plot or the shelter of 
a te n t. and in the midst of a ring of specta­ 
tors, all gazing ut him with intense watch­ 
fulness, he calmly performs tricks which 
look like miracles.

three pebbles, ritbs bis hands together and 
presently there is a shining silver rupee.

ten or a dozen, ami where the money has 
come from or where he had it hidden, no 
mortal can tell.

Then liis lather re­ 
linquished his business and removed to 
Peekskill, where he ran a brewery, and 
Peter mastered the art of beer-making in 
two years. 
But he disliked the business; 
it was too low and mean for a boy of his 
aspirations. 
_ With his futher's consent he went to 
New York for employment of some kind. 
Entering a carriage factory, he inquired, 
“ Have you room for an apprentice? ’ 
“ Do you know anything about the busi­ 
ness?" the proprietor asked. 
"N o, sir; nothing,” was Peter's frank 
reply. 
“ Have you been brought up to work ?” 
Peter’s answer was a brief story of his life. 
" Is your father willing that you should 
learn this business?” continued the man. 
“ He has given me my choice of trades,” 
answered Peter. 
“ If I take you will you stay with me and 
work out your tim e?”' 
“ I will, certainly," was the youth’s as­ 
suring answer. Bo a bargain was struck— 
$25 a year and board—and Peter learned 
the coachmaking business. Fuur years he 
spent 
at 
this 
shop, 
when, 
at 
twenty-one years of age his employ­ 
ers oflered to build him a shop aud set him 
up in business, which offer he declined 
because he “ had a horror of being bur­ 
dened with debt.” 
It was during his ap­ 
prenticeship to the carriage-maker that 
Peter began to feel his need of more educa­ 
tion. 
He procured books, and spent his 
evenings and leisure moments and other 
times in mental improvement. He looked 
about for an evening school which he 
might attend, but there was no such school 
in the city. Disappointed and somewhat 
discouraged, 
Peter 
resolved, then and 
there, that if ever he made money enough 
he would establish an institution where 
intelligent and aspiring youths like himself 
might have an opportunity to learn—a 
resolve which he carried out forty-five 
years after in the erection of Cooper In­ 
stitute in New York. 
The war of 1812 began about the time 
Peter reached his majority, and it ruined 
the carriage-making business. At the same 
time the war created a demand for cloth­ 
ing, anil Peter Cooper invented a machine 
for cutting away the nap on tliu surface of 
cloth, for which the demand became so 
great within a short time that he found 
himself unexpectedly in a thriving money­ 
making business. The return of peace, 
however, in 1815, destroyed that business 
as suddenly as it was created, for American 
manufacture could not compete with the 
Euglish in the absence of a tariff, and the 
market overflowed with English goods. 
Next he bought out a grocer, doing 
business on the spot where Cooper Institute 
now stands. H e prospered in this venture, 
but at the end of the year sold out and en­ 
gaged in the manufacture of glue, a busi­ 
ness to which he could stick, for in it he 
saw a fortune. The latter business proved 
so lucrative that in a few years it yielded 
him an income of $30,000 annually. His 
fortune was made I 
Hatter, brewer, coachmaker, inventor, 
grocer, glue m anufacturer! 
“A rolling 
stone gathers no moss." It gathered a pile 
of moss in this case. Cooper upset the 
maxim. Mi bile in nine cases in ten the 
maxim proves true, in this case Cooper 
proved it false. H is sagacity, decision, ap­ 
plication and perseverance enabled him to 
swap a good chance for a better one suc­ 
cessfully. -His “ rolling “ was uot indis­ 
criminate and aimless. There was method 
in it. He was forewarned and forearmed 
by his observation, circumspection and 
self-reliance. No inefficient, shiftless youth 
could have accomplished so much by any 
am ount of “ roiling.” Changing from one 
purmuit to another without reason or judg­ 
m ent—changing for the mere sake of chang­ 
ing ; a jack-at-all-trades and good at none 
that is "th e rolliog stone that gathers no

T he A rt o_f H e rr Book tin. 
if err Bocklin is, :n one way, tbe most 
uncertain of painters; according as hie 
subject inspires him *>r not, he may pro­ 
duce a work original in conceptions, and 
supreme in beauty and suggestivcness of 
coloring, or he may perhaps bring forth 
an eccentric and questionably drawn per­ 
formance. insufficiently redeemed by its 
motive, and exhibiting the artist’s sch’eme 
of color in its unduly daring and exagger­ 
ated phase. 
These two moods of the 
painter can and do co-exist; and what is 
more, lie seems, like many creative artists, 
not always able to distinguish the wheat 
from the chaff. 
At a recent exhibition 
held in Berlin, where he brought forwtrd 
one of his most complete and most genu­ 
inely inspired works, the “ Prom etheus” 
landscape, presently to be described, he 
placed side by side with it a figure-piece so 
incomplete in technique that the highest 
recompense, which would inevitably have 
been accorded to him for his master­ 
piece, 
could

granted. 
Like Turner, H err B, cklin, 
in

ear.y time 
affected 
a 
more 
m inute touch, and a more sombre and 
modest, though always a suggestive and 
poetical, scheme ot cufor. than is exhibited 
tit his latter productions. It is no doubt 
tuese early studies which have enabled the 
master in his later m anner to display in 
landscape such brilliant case and maestría, 
allied to that rare power of suggesting, 
through the medium of externa! nature. 
1 iu man mood and sentiment, which even 
his most searching critics have not denied 
to him. 
It is, indeed, in contact with 
nature that his highest and noblest quali­ 
ties are manifest and his art appears most 
moving and pathetic. The other sitie of 
his genius, if, indeed, it be possible thus to 
dissect it—the boundless love for the fan­ 
tastic, for the world of m yth and im agina­ 
tion—is characterized by a poetry and 
pharm all his own ; but it yet of necessity 
tails to attain tin* moving power which has 
been the gift of those whose t.rt has more 
closely identified itself with hum anity and 
its problems. 
One of if err Bocklin’s earliest patrons 
was the well-known author and dilettante, 
C’ount Schack, of Munich, whose fine gal­ 
lery there, so liberally displayed to all who 
desire to make acquaintance with its treas­ 
ures, contains most of the best works of 
his earlier and more moderate time, besides 
some in ore striking performances exhibit­ 
ing his original talent in its m aturity.—

P eople TV ho T hink A loud. 
“ It is interesting sometimes to hear the 
rem arks people make who talk to them ­ 
selves while wulking along the streets.” 
said a Pinkerton detective of the Conti­ 
nental Hotel recently. “ They arc simply 
thinking aloud. The habit itself seems al­ 
together foolish, but 1 cun tell you the 
tenor of some of the expressions is’just the 
reverse. 
I always make it a point to listen 
to these one-side conversations. 
Now you 
may consider that impolite, or even mean, 
but in my business 1 don't think so, for de­ 
tectives sometimes gain valuable informa­ 
tion by overhearing persous talk to them ­ 
selves. I remember, years ago, when I was 
a private detective in this city, how 1 cleared 
up a cuse just in that wav. Several thou­ 
sand dollars liud been stolen from a promi­ 
nent merchant. H e suspected his son, a 
rather fast young man, aud employed me 
to find whether his suspicions were cor­ 
rect. 
I shadowed the young tuan closely 
for weeks, but I couldn't discover any good 
reason for connecting him with the rob­ 
bery. Finally, late one night, when I was 
thinking about giving up the caso, 1 noticed 
Uitn going up Chesnut street and heard him 
talking to himself. I got up close behind 
him and listened, a n d ’in a minute I knew 
lie was the thief. The affair worried him, 
and for relief he talked about it to himself 
and thus gave the whole thing away.

more im portant instance occurred to me in 
New York about a year ago. A little girl 
was found murdered one m orning in one 
of the worst parts of the city. 
The child 
liad been smothered to death, and fur sev­ 
eral weeks I tried to discover the murderer. 
But I found tbe person at last in a most 
unexpected maimer. It was in the winter, 
and one bitter cold day as I was going 
through Central Park 1 saw a woman 
ahead of me going very strangely. She was 
poorly dressed, and 1 thought at first that 
she was intoxicated. She was throwing 
her arm s around wildly aud talking to her­ 
self. 
Y'ou should have heard that woman. 
She was raving about a child that was m ur­ 
dered, and called on heaven to forgive her 
for having killed it. Then she moaned out 
something about the child having been 
cold and freezing and starving, ami she 
couldn't see it sutler any longer. 
I soon 
found out that she was the very person I 
was looking for. 
Well, 1 arrested her. but 
the poor thing died before her trial came 
off. 
I was glad she did."—[Philadelphia 
Times. 


Sickness from Cooking Vessels. 
" A reader ot the Baltimore Nun" writes 
that recently she and her daughter pre­ 
pared soup tor dinner, with beet, tomatoes 
and herbs and thickening of Hour, all fresh 
and good, she is convinced. If was boiled 
in a new tin saucepan three or four hours. 
Some of the family did not eat of the soup, 
but she and her daughter did, and both 
were made very sick. The attack was like 
cholera morbus, and the pain was still oc­ 
casionally severe while she wrote. She is 
is convinced the tin was the cause. She ex­ 
amined it and found the saucepan dark and 
porous, more like pewter, but more porous. 
The beat tin plate and tinned utensils are 
made of iron coated with pure, or nearly 
pure tin, and it is hardly possible that any 
ordinary article of food should be made 
poisonous by contact with ware thus made, 
tin being practically insoluble iu the liquids 
that cooks ordinarily have occusion to deal 
with. 
Instead of pure tin a cheap a'.lov. 
containing from one-third to two-thirds 
lead, is sometimes used to coat the mate­ 
rials of which utensils are made, and from 
the facts set forth by our correspondent it 
may be inferred that she was poisoned with 
lead dissolved out of the lining of the 
saucepan by the acid of the tomatoes used 
iu the preparation of the soup. A long 
boiling of three or four hours would be 
pretty effective in saturating any vegetable 
acid in the pan with lead. The porous ap­ 
pearance of the pan after use, as described 
by our correspondent, adds probability to 
the view that the vessel in question was 
coated with a lead alloy. It might have 
been used with comparative safety in cook­ 
ing articles containing no acid, especially 
if the time of use had been only a few m in­ 
utes. 
• 


D isease of C anary B irds. 
Outward signs are absolutely necessary 
to judge of their disease, and when birds 
are ill they exhibit strong symptoms. The 
first to mention is swelling of the stomach, 
which attacks them at a month or six 
weeks old, in consequence of over feeding 
on soft food, such as salad aud chiekweed. 
The extremity of the body becomes swollen 
and of a dark red color, very hard, and full 
of small red veins. For this ailm ent put a 
small piece of alum in the water and renew 
it every day for at least four days. This 
will be found very frequently to prove a 
complete cure. Still another remedy is to 
put a rusty nail into the water, which latter 
should be changed twice a week, leaving the 
nail in it. Boiled bread and milk with ca­ 
nary seed boiled in it, is frequently a cure. 
Put this in the cage tor at least five m orn­ 
ings, and at 12 o’clock you may give the 
usual food. 
Another remedy is to pat the 
bird in lukewarm milk for six or eight 
minutes, in order that a portion of it may 
be absorbed by tbe pores, then put it in 
warm spring water, after which wipe it 
with a soft piece of muslin before the fire 
until dry; then place the bird in the cage 
and set the latter before tbe fire a short dis­ 
tance away, or, if yon choose, in the hot sun 
in the room. 
Afterwards hang the cage in 
its place, giving tbe bird lettuce seed and 
letting him rest for the next day, but re­ 
peating this the third, and if necessary, 
three or four times, with the interval ot a 
day each time. This treatm ent will afford 
relief if faithfully followed out.—[Newell 
Lovejoy, in Good Housekeeping.

of it, further than to quote the finding of 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, the Bishop 
of London, Mr. Samuel Morley, and him ­ 
self, upon the evidences submitted by Mr 
Stead. 
After such an indorsement, should 
English society punish Stead for his tech­ 
nical offense, it will make him a martvr, 
whose wrongs will rouse the entire nation, 
and call down upon the lecherous gentry 
of England such a storm as may possibly 
wreck the political fabric. 


CARDINAL MANNING AND THE ENG­ 
LISH SCANDAL. 


llenrv Edward, Cardinal- Archbishop of 
Westminster, better known as Cardinal 
Manning, lias written to the North Ameri­ 
can Review in defense of the action of Mr. 
Stead, of the Pal! Mall Gazette, in publish­ 
ing the details of the recent revelations of 
social crime in London regarding the 
traffic in female virtue. 
The Cardinal 
justifies Stead’s action on the grounds, 
first, necessity—in order to rouse public at­ 
tention to a great crime of growing pro­ 
portions ; second, justice—because the rev­ 
elations are Jrue, and the truth should not 
be concealed, as it would tend to foster 
v ic e ; third, mercy—mercy to a class of hu­ 
m anity unable to defend itself. 
These, we 
take it, are the essential points of the Car­ 
dinal’s essay. 
In their support he cites 
these facts as they existed in England 
prior to the recent amendment to the 
' “ Crimes Act,” and which vet exist there, 
only lessened in degree bv the amendment 
narrowing the period of consent for a fe­ 
male to be ruined to 16 years: 
First— 
These crimes were known to exist as far 
back as 1820; Parliam ent has ever since 
dallied with proposed remedies and shown 
a disposition not to redress the wrongs of 
female children; in 1861 a Parliam entary 
Commission made a rejvort upon the traffic 
in children that was no less awful nor 
startling than that made by the Gazette, 
but the “blue book” is not read by the 
masses, and so the matter drew no general 
attention ; to reach the public the news­ 
paper press had to be availed of, and it 
took a newspaper man to enter upon the 
task of revelation, and the necessary prefa­ 
tory dangerous investigation: the report of 
the Parliam entary Commission resulted in a 
bill that in some measure was a rectifica­ 
tion of the laches and shortcomings of the 
law ; but while it passed the Lords, it hung 
fire and did not reach the CommoDS until 
1885. 
W hen k got there it was so weak­ 
ened that its friends did not recognize it. 
So, five yearis were wasted over a m atter 
more precious than life, and nothing was 
accomplished in the end. 
This heartless 
delay led the friends of hum anity to ap­ 
peal to the press, and the result is known— 
Parliam ent has passed a bill that may, to 
some extent, remedy existing evils, but 
which leaves English law and society still 
in a shameful condition. 
As matters stood 
before the recent amendment, and which 
changes them only as to degree of the age 
of consent, and the enlargement of the 
right of search, a woman cannot consent to 
be married until she is 21, but can consent 
to be ruined at 13; the man who marries 
her under 21 will be punished under the 
law, but the man who ruins her at 13 and 
over is free from legal blam e; if one 
knows his dog or cat to be*in another’s 
house, he can have the police search the 
place, but if his 13-year-old daughter is 
detained in the house of another, a father’s 
only remedy was by the writ of habeas cor­ 
pus, and that could only be had after much 
delay and the employment of lawyers, oft 
impossible to the poor man, and in the 
mean while the child m ight be doomed to 


A MATTES 0E SELFISHNESS. 


Some E:istem papers have made the 
charge that the objections of the Califor­ 
nia raisin-growers to the importation of 
raisins from cholera-infected districts are 
prompted by selfishness. 
Thereupon the 
San Francisco Alta rises iu defense, and 
points out that the disease may, by its 
germs, be transm itted in sweetened layers, 
adding that it does not seem to have oc- 
cured to the Eastern press that the em­ 
bargo upon the importation of rags from 
cholera districts is also in the interest of 
home dealers in tags. 
And then it asks, 
if we grant that the raisin-growers are 
actuated by self-interest, what of it ? And 
so say we— what of it? The truth of it is 
that neither the consent nor the objection 
of the raisin-grower on the one hand, or 
of the importer on the other, have any 
tiling to do with the matter. 
It is purely 
and only a sanitary question, and the 
people who are the consumers of the 
raisin product are those most deeply con­ 
cerned. 
if the California raisin-growers 
are selfish in their objections, how is it 
about the Eastern importers? 
Have they 
no selfish interest in the m atter? 
We are 
perfectly willing to stand one lot off 
against the other, and then the question 
is before us in its sanitary nakedness, and 
amounts th is : 
Shall we perm it com­ 
merce to traffic upon the risk of afflicting 
the people of the nation with an awful 
plague? 
Selfishness becomes a blessing 
when it moves any man, or any class of 
men, to point out that something inimical 
to the general good is being done by an­ 
other man, or class of men. Trade and 
commerce have no bowels of compassion 
for the people, and their mercies are meas­ 
ured by cent per cent. This has been illus­ 
trated in San Francisco, where, that a 
miserable little traffic with Mexico might 
not 1x5 interrupted, to the loss of a few 
merchants, the whole State was exposed to 
the peril of importation of yellow fever 
W as it better that we should take the 
chances, or shut the sea-port door in the face 
of pestilence? Again this people, through, 
its properly appointed Board, asked that 
inland barriers l>eset up at the State line 
to prevent the entry of yellow fever from 
that direction, but the commercial jour­ 
nals of San Francisco and the news press of 
th at city raised a hullabaloo, and fright­ 
ened the Legislature into refusing to do 
tiiat which no sane man in the State now 
denies sl^u ld have lieen done. 
The Alta 
says “commerce is selfishness refined to its 
ultim ate, and for this reason is the agent 
of progress.” 
Not always. 
W hen the 
greed of gain leads it to sacrifice the com­ 
mon weal, the selfishness is a curse and a 
clog to the wheels of progress. 
Take the 
case of the Eastern raisin importers. They 
represent a branch of commerce, their 
traffic is commerce, but they would con­ 
tinue the importation at the risk, nay, the 
dead certainty, of introducing a disease, 
which, if it gets a foothold in this country, 
will do us more damage in a single season 
than the rewards of commerce can recom­ 
pense us for in a decade. 
It is very- true 
that the selfishness of our 
California 
raisin-growers has aided 
in mounting 
guard against the introduction of cholera; 
but so, too, the selfishness of raisin im ­ 
porters does its best to remove that guard 
and let the cholera in, and it is the influ­ 
ence of commerce in lioth eases. The truth 
is that commerce in its demands is and 
should be subject to the same judgment as 
to what is right and for the public good 
th at is to be applied to any other of the 
affairs of men. 


NOT A LOCAL INSTITUTION. 


Not a few contemporaries, in comment­ 
ing upon the State F air and its recent 
pronounced* success, speak of it as the 
“ Sacramento fair.” 
So far as it is possible 
to disconnect any State institution from 
the locality where it lias its seat, has been 
done in the case of the “ State Fair.” 
It 
is no more a Sacramento fair than the 
State U niversity is a Berkeley College. 
Even so intelligent a sheet as the San 
Francisco Bulletin falls into the error noted, 
an error that creates a false impression and 
tends to excite local jealousies. 
No mat­ 
ter where the fair might be held there 
would be some localization of it. 
But it 
is wholly improper to speak of this State 
institution as a local one. 
By reason of 
locality the 
Sacramento manufacturers 
and business men do, it is admitted, enjoy 
an advantage in the way of pavilion ex­ 
hibits, but that said, it remains that Sac­ 
ramento is the smallest of exhibitors. 
It 
certainly will not he objected that the 
Pavilion contains at these fairs Sacra­ 
mento 
exhibits, 
unless 
it 
can 
be 
established 
that 
they 
crowd 
out 
exhibits from abroad. 
This has never 
been the case—in fact the display of goods 
and products from distant points is always 
preferred, and by none so much as by the 
peaple of this city. 
For such preference 
broadens the 
scope of the fair 
and 
makes it of more interest to our own 
people. 
We doubt if any State in the 
Lnion the territory of the State is more 
broadly represented at such expositions 
than at the State F air1 of California, when 
the vast distances and the wide territorial 
area of this State are taken into consider­ 
ation. 
Even 
if 
our contemporaries 
are 
disposed 
to take a purely selfish 
view , 
of 
the 
matter, 
it 
will 
occur to them that unless the people of 
Sacramento are born fools, their interest, 
if they are to he considered as having a 
special local one, lies in the exhibits being 
as broadly representative as it is possible 
to make them. 
The tru th is that the peo­ 
ple of this city have done more for the 
fair than it has done for them. It has 
.given them some income, of course, as it 
would to any place where held, but in re- 


Pavilion. They built the old exhibition 
hall, and furnished it to the State Society 
for a quarter of a century free of all cost 
to the commonwealth: they bought and 
gave to the State the stock and s¡ieed 
grounds, admittedly the best in the State; 
on several occasions they have raised large 
sums to aid the Society; for years, bv their 
purchase of life and membership tickets 
they secured to the Society money in the 
hours of its greatest need. 
In short, there 
has been scarcely anything asked of tliis 
people by the State Society that they have 
not given. 
The same capital and energy 
directed in business channels would have 
produced far greater local results, have 
established great local industries, and have 
much enhanced a trade which is the chief 
support of the city, and the real source of 
its steady growth and uubroken prosperity. 
At the same time 
this 
people have 
struggled under the burden of a great debt, 
the menace of tlood, and the misfortune of 
being subject to the unjust jealousies and 
the misrepresentation of other localities— 
a condition inseparable from being the 
capital of a Cítate, and which attaches to 
the capital in every State in the Union. 


SLICKEKS TO THE TDLE3. 


A proposition is mooted to float sliekens 
from the mines, by means of very precip­ 
itous Humes to the tule lands, and thus 
avoid sending it into the rivers. 
The 
scheme is impracticable, because of the 
necessary great cost. 
Secondly, the State 
would have to act upon the matter, and 
confer the right to thus use the lands, so 
far as title rests in her. 
Thirdly, no au­ 
thority could authorize the use of private 
lands in the tule region for such a purpose, 
except the use be declared a “ publicase,” 
and be followed by condemnation and pay­ 
ment of values. 
W here this could not be 
done, the sliekens would 
have to be 
“ fenced off” from private lands, and this 
would involve a cost that no mining in the 
State would justify. 
As the San Francisco 
Call suggests, the flumes would have to be 
duplicate, that one or the other set might 
be under constant repair, for the wear and 
tear would lie very great. Only the lighter 
m aterial could be conveyed in flumes, and 
the necessity would still remain of im­ 
pounding the heavier m atter in the can 
yons of the mountains if the hydraulic 
system were continued. 
If the material 
could be chosen, it might i>e a very good 
thing to fill the tule lands to a limited 
hight, but since it cannot be, except at a 
cost out of all proportion to the results to 
lie attained, it is impracticable to attempt 
to flow the hydraulic-milling detritus into 
the tule basin. 
The valley people have 
not clamored for the cessation of hydraulic 
mining where it is or can be so conducted 
that the wash does not descend into the 
rivers and low agricultural lands, and 
where the land is protected adequately 
from the results of th a t'k in d of mining. 
The decrees of the Courts accord to the 
miners the right to take care of their de­ 
bris in such a way as to prevent injury to 
to their neighbors of the rivers and val­ 
leys. Such home care and retention, se­ 
cured from all possible descent, must be 
cheaper and easier than any fluming of the 
m atter to the tule basin over long routes- 


AN INVENTION IN PRINTING. 


Inventors have been very diligent in 
searching out ways to lessen the laborious­ 
ness of the printer’s art, but not notably 
successful. 
In the m atter of composition 
there has been but little improvement- 
The introduction of a few logotypes, the 
arrangement of “ cases” holding the types 
so as to lessen or shorten motions of the 
hand, and some 
improvements iu the 
“ boxes” to augment dexterity in picking 
up the bits of metal, have marked about 
the limits of progress thus far. 
Of course, 
we except the type-setting machine, which 
is but a partial success, and adapted, as yet, 
only to very large offices and mainly to 
certain classes of book work. 
Recently, 
however, an invention has come to the 
front that, if its claims are well founded, 
promises a good deal for the hard-worked 
compositors. 
They have complained that 
type founding in the past has not been 
conducted in 
the labor-saving 
inter­ 
est. 
This claim goes to the extent of the 
charge that type bodies are so cast as to 
cause the printer unnecessary effort. 
W ithout entering, however, into the 
details of these complaints, and which to 
the general reader would have but a lim­ 
ited interest, reference may be had to the 
recent invention, that, if all claimed for it 
is true, is in the interest of both printer 
and publisher, since it lessens labor, aug­ 
ments capacity and saves time. 
So, it is 
claimed, that while the printer can set 
more type and with less labor, he will 
accomplish his task in a briefer time, and 
this in turn will encourage the demand for 
the typographer’s work. 
The invention is that of “ self-spacing 
type.” W hen a printer now sets out a line 
of type, he must go back over it and .with 
a number of thick and thin bits of metal, 
known as spaces, inserted between words, 
“ justify” the line and make it precisely as, 
long as the columq is Wide. 
lii doing this 
he must, if he is a good compositor, so dis­ 
tribute the “ spaces” among the words as 
to make all the spaces as nearly equal as 
is possible. This involves a mental pro­ 
cess that becomes superior in its results 
only after long experience, and is known 
among printers as “ guess work.” 
In an 
ordinary “ font” of type there are a great 
many widths of type—between one and 
two hundred, we believe. In the new style 
of “ font” there are but eight sizes of char­ 
acters and spaces. 
Thus, in the “ lower 
case,” or small letter assortment, it is 
found that twenty-eight of the characters 
can be made of the same size, and still pre­ 
serve the evenness and harmony of form 
that is desirable. 
The new system pro­ 
ceeds with the construction of type on the 
basis of 13 ems pica to a line. 
A nonpariel 
line 13 ems pica long is considered as 
made up of 152 parts or units. 
All other 
sizes of type are based upon this standard, 
and the units of their lines have a com­ 
mon divisor w ith 152, and hence may be 
set to the same measure. 
Thus while non­ 
pariel is given 152, minion has 136, bre­ 
vier 128, bourgeois 120, long primer 112, 
small pica 104 and pica 96. 
Every type 
character, therefore, is made on a body 
exactly one er more of these units in 
thickness. 
Thus the “ a” is four units 
wide, the “ e” three units, etc. Instead 
of five thick and thin spaces and four or five 
kinds of “ quads” (broad pieces of metal), 


there are in the new system but two kinds 
of spaces and three “ quads.” 
It will be 
evident that with type characters made upon 
this basis, a line of 13 ems pica wide must 
always be exactly filled by a certain number 
of exact units, or fall short a certain num­ 
ber of exact units. There cannot be such a 
thing as a line “too tig h t”—it must either 
fit exactly or fall short one or more units, 
and it follows that the compositor will 
know the instant his line is set which of 
the two spaces, or how many, are needed 
to “ justify ” the line, and thus the major 
portion ot the “ mental process” referred 
to is avoided. 
Vi hen it comes to “ proof” correction, it 
is claimed there is a vast saving, for, as 
twenty-eight of the most common charac­ 
ters are of the same size, “ substitution ” is 
a rapid matter, and as each character is so 
many units in thickness, the printer knows 
if a tbiu is substituted for a thick type, 
just how many “ space' u n its” are needed 
to justify the line—that is, to make up the 
difference. 
For instance, an “ e ” being 
three units thick and an “ a ” four, if the 
latter is to be taken out and the former 
put in, a one-unit space will again equal­ 
ize the line. 
I-riendsof the system claim for it that 
under it rapidity of composition can be 
increased onc-third. 
W hether or not the 
claim is well-founded—and practical tests 
alone can determine it—wc arc unpre­ 
pared to say, but the claims for the inven­ 
tion are of sufficient importance to com­ 
mand the attention of printers, and must, 
to a certain extent, prove of interest to the 
general public, as do all progressive steps 
intended to lighten the burden of labor 
without decreasing its earning capacity. 


IV. A. O ’D o n n e l l , in the Current, re­ 
views the question of substituting news­ 
papers for reading hooks in the public 
schools. 
The chief point lie makes is, 
that the school child is not informed of 
current events of the world’s history, 
though well enough posted as to ancient 
history and the earlier events of modern 
times. 
The demands of study, he holds, 
shuts the child out from a proper reading 
of newspapers. 
To the obvious objection 
that the pai»er of the day contains much 
th at should not go to the child, and es­ 
pecially into the schools, he replies that 
the judgment of teachers and Boards of 
Education must lie trusted to wisely dis­ 
criminate. 
But they will not wisely dis­ 
criminate. 
They are susceptible to politi­ 
cal and other public influences, as are 
other men and women. 
There is not a 
City Board of Education in the country 
that w ill not yield in some degree tg tiit 
pressure that may be brought to bear upon 
it in Case a political advantage is to be 
gained by the exclusion of one and the 
introduction of another paper. 
Just so 
long as Boards of Education are chosen by 
political lxxlies, and the contests for the 
seats are carried on in political Conven­ 
tions, the membership will !>e amenable, 
in greater or less degree, to political in­ 
fluences—and that, no m atter how sin­ 
cerely they may endeavor to divest them ­ 
selves of it and to assume the judicial at­ 
titude. 
Then, it is to be borne in mind 
also, th at the best examples of literature 
will not, and cannot be presented to the 
pupil in the newspapers of the day, if the 
reading is to be directed to the news as re- 
¡ sir ted by the telegraph or as compiled by 
news editors. 
Of necessity the work of 
the latter is done hastily, in late and un­ 
usual hours of labor, and without that at­ 
tention to good style and fine diction that 
should characterize all m atter introduced 
into the school-room. 
The newspaper of 
the day reflects, despite all efforts to sup­ 
press it, a good deal of the slang of the 
day. 
The news Is frequently contradic­ 
tory, and is not settled as to the truth for 
many days, and often weeks. 
It puzzles 
older heads than those on the shoulders of ( 
school children to keep track of the news 
and arrive at correct judgments as to what 
is the fact and what the “ right ” of any 
particular 
issue. 
The 
introduction of 
purely literary journals would but amount 
to the substitution of one class of reading 
books for another. 
In this day of papers 
and papers, the child is likely to have all 
the news-reading advantages afforded him 
at home that is good for him, and that, 
too, under the supervision of parents. 
There are enough of disturbing elements 
in the school system at the present time, 
without suggesting others.

Codes of California yet 
published, and they will unquestionably 
for many years be the standard. The vol­ 
umes are arranged, in the m atter of section 
heads, and note and reference headings, in 
a m anner to greatly facilitate search and to 
render the examination of the notes a m at­ 
ter of ease. The work of the editor appears 
to have been done with 
conscientious 
thoroughness and to the extent of exhausti v- 
ness, rendering his annotations a brief 
book of invaluable character. 
The four 
volumes sell at $24; single ones, delivered, 
at $7 50. 
Advance sheets of the “Overland M onth­ 
ly ” for October (Ban Francisco) give us an 
insight into the literary feast that issue 
will spread before its readers. 
It opens 
with a paper on Alvarado, Governor of 
A lta California, from the pen of Theodore 
H. Hittell, and. introduces us to some of 
the most stirring events of early California 
history. G. M. Upton contributes a story, 
“ My First W edding;” M. F. Kowntree a

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


From A. L. Bancroft & Co., San Fran­ 
cisco, wc have a publication from their 
press which is of importance not only to 
the Bar of the State, but to the business 
public and the people generally. It is en­ 
titled, “ The Codes and Statutes of the 
State of California, Annotated with Notes 
and References to the Decisions of Califor­ 
nia Courts, and to Those of Other States.” 
It is in four large royal 8vo volumes, and is 
by Frank P. Deering, of the San Francisco 
Bar. It is the legitimate sequel to and con­ 
tinuance of the system of Code and Statute 
presentation begun under Hittell. H ittell’s 
Codes and Statutes are not brought down 
to date. Nor are they annotated so fully as 
are these. The present four volumes give 
us all the laws of the State in force to the 
year 18.35, inclusive. The division is made 
according to the Code?—Civil Procedure, 
Political, Civil, and Pena! Codes. 
The 
final volume contains an index to the four, 
while eacli volume has its independent 
index. 
The plan of the edition, sav 
its publishers and 
the 
editor, is to 
present in a comprehensive form all the 
statute law of this State now in force, with 
explanations and illustrations as found in 
judicial decisions. To this end enactments 
upon subjects treated of in the Codes have 
been introduced in their appropriate places 
under the respective sections ; and legisla­ 
tion upon other matters, or not so suscept­ 
ible of distribution through the Codes, has 
been collected in the fourth volume of this 
work, under the general heading of "Stat­ 
utes in Force.” 
Under this title will be 
also found, chronologically arranged, refer­ 
ences to Acts of a local and special nature, 
classified under the titles of the various 
counties to which they relate. The only 
departure (join this general arrangement of 
the statutory m atter is in placing the 
County Government bill and Municipal 
Corporation Acts of 1883 and 1885 and the 
Insolvency Law of 1880, in appendices, the 
latter to the Code of Civil Procedure, the 
first two to the Political Code. The length 
of these statutes rendered this advisable. 
The annotations are intended to include 
references to all the pertinent decisions of 
this State, down to and including 64 Cali­ 
fornia Reports and 4 West Coast Reporter, 
and to adjudications of the Courts of other 
States having code provisions the same as 
cur own. 
The comments of the Code 
Commissioners in their edition of the 
Codes, and the reasons advanced by the 
Code Examiners for amendments adopted 
at their suggestion, have been also retained. 
Citations have been made to standard and 
late text-books, and to articles of value 
found in legal periodicals. We have given 
the volumes such examination as to enable 
us to pronounce 
them admirable, and 
this judgm ent we may be pardoned for 
saying is based upon some experience in 
law compilation and publication in earlier 
years. W e believe the volumes before os 


‘Cassell’s Family. Magazine” for Ot to­ 
iler Is at hand (Cassell <fc Co., London and 
New York). The serial stories appear in 
order, and in addition a paper by a lady 
“ on Tricycles:” a new story, “ Mrs. John 
Allen of Ridge View,” by Catherine Owen; 
“ H ints on Economy in D ress;” “ An Old 
Dutch City ” i Dordrecht); “ Friends in the 
Comm ons;’’ the usual 
paper by “ The 
Family D octor;” “ Among the Fruit Dis­ 
tricts of K e n t a story, entitled “ The Em­ 
peror’s Pardon ;" the usual page of m usic: 
the chit-chat on dress, and the ever instruc­ 
tive “ Gatherer,” a department giving news 
of recent inventions of special interest and 
value. The illustrations are all good and 
the miscellany choice. 
“ St. Nicholas ” for October (the Century 
Company, New York), is a bright and verv 
entertaining issue of a magazine for the 
young, than which there is no superior. 
Mary Mapes Dodge, as editor of a child’s 
journal, is doing a work of broader useful­ 
ness, and that will do more to influence 
mankind, than the mass of the editors of 
papers for adults. In the present number 
of “ St. Nicholas ” the illustrations are verv 
numerous, especially well executed, and 
teaching in a broad sense. 
Among the 
contributors are J. F. Herrick, Celia Tbax- 
ter, Frank R. Stockton, E. S. Brooks, Ed­ 
mund Alton, E. P. Roe, and J. T. Trow­ 
bridge. 
Edgar Fawcett’s name calls for no intro­ 
duction to the reader. Before us is a vol­ 
ume of uncut edgps, entitled “ Song and 
Story ; Later Poems by Edgar Fawcett.” It 
is from the press of Ja'mes 11. Osgood it Co., 
Boston, and is for sale by C. S. Houghton, 
Sacramento, at $1 50. The best of the po­ 
ems is “ The Republic.” It was read before 
the Phi Beta Kappa Society of Harvard in 
1880. Of the sonnets, that entitled “Sleep's 
Threshold ” leads for excellence of poetic 
fancy and expression. The comparison 
made between Osear Wilde and Keats in 
the closing sonnet is flattering to Wilde, 
but scarcely so-to the judgm ent of Fawcett. 
Oliver"Dltson & Co., of Boston and New 
York, have published for the author, Israel 
Luce, of this city, a piece of sheet music 
dedicated to the Grand Army of the R e­ 
public, and entitled, “ General U. S. Grunt. 
He Conquered in Death.” 
Both the words 
and the music are by Mr. Luce. The score 
is written in the key of “ A," and the ac­ 
companiment is for the piano. The mel­ 
ody is touching, correct in its airangement, 
and has musical beauties tbat will make 
the hym n one that will meet with public 
and critical approval. The form in which 
it is issued is very neat. The words are 
well chosen and have a poetic merit. 
The last volume of the series, “ Personal 
Trait3 of British Authors,” is at hand from 
A. L. Bancroft it Co., San Francisco. It is 
from the press of Charles Scribner's Sons. 
New York, and Mr. Edward T. Mason, who 
edits the series, presents papers on Hood. 
Macaulay, Sidney Smith, Jerrold, Dickens, 
Charlotte Bronte and Thackeray. 
The 
plan of including the names o f Carlyle 
and Eliot was abandoned because availa­ 
ble material was too scanty in the one case 
and too recent in the other. The volume 
is invaluable in the well-balanced library. 
“ Macmillan’s Magazine " for September 
(Macmillan it Co., New York and London), 
presents its usual interesting and varied 
table of contents :

M e tro p o lita n T h e a te r.—'“Janauscliek” 
is a name that has filled a large place in 
modern dramatic history. The lady has 
served many years upon the stage, but to 
these latest days preserves the chief ele­ 
ments of her power and possesses the abil­ 
ity to enchain the attention of the auditor 
by direct appeals to the intellectual sense. 
The freshness of youth is no longer hers,

T he C oroner's Inquest. 
Coroner J. F rank Clark held an inquest 
yesterday afternoon on the remains of Jos. 
Powers, the man who was shot by Jo’uu 
Lowell at the Fiye-mile House at 7 p. m. 
Wednesday. The inquest was held at 
Brighton, at the late residence of the de­ 
ceased, the following-named gentlemen 
acting as jurors ; P. Beckendorf, T. Reu- 
wick. B. M. Lovejoy. F. W . Ogden, G. W. 
Russell, Frank Smith, Ed. Dunen. A. L. 
W arren, F. L. Warren. J. F. Ellis,. E. It. 
Bostwick and W. C. Granger. , Á post 
mortem examination was previously held 
by Doctors White. Manlove and Snider. 
Their report in substance was as follows: 
The shot entered the body at the right 
shoulder and breast, making a wound four 
and one-half inches long by two and one- 
balf inches wide, extending from 
the 
shoulder forward below the collar-bone. 
The head of the humerus, or arm bone, 
was shattered, and the second, third ami 
fourth ribs broken near the middle. Sev­ 
eral shot penetrated the chest and entered 
the right lung, and the wound was ucces- 
sarily fatal. 
From the evidence given, it tva3 ascer­ 
tained that deceased was a native of Ire­ 
land. 39 years of age, married, had one 
child, had lived in the neighborhood of 
.Brighton for upwards of twenty years, was 
universally respected, imd enjoyed the rep­ 
utation of being an honest, quiet and peace­ 
able citizen. The testimony given by Roo­ 
ney, McMorry, W hite and other eye-w;!- 
nesses to the tragedy, was the same as that 
given in the E kcord-U m ok on Thursday 
morning, they all having been interviewed 
on the night of the shooting by a reponer 
of this paper. 
There was no evidence to 
corroborate in any m anner the statements 
made by Lowell, since his incarceration, 
that Powers was following him with an up­ 
lifted cobble-stone, and that tbe shooting 
was done in self-defense. Lowell yesterday 
morning said he desired to attend the in­ 
quest, hut later in the day declined to do 
so. It is just as well tliat he did not go, for 
the Sheriff would perhaps have found it 
difficult to protect his prisoner from the 
furv o' the large num ber assembled, all of 
whom fearlessly denounced the act as a 
cowardly and cold-blooded murder. 
Ail of 
the testimony was phonographically re­ 
ported by V in. J. Davis, the official Court 
reporter. The jury brought in a verdict 
that the deceased came to bis death from 
the effects of a gunshot wound inflicted by 
John Lowell on the evening of September 
23, 1885.

and 
in 
1873 
Mr. 
Jefferis 
repurchased 
the 
busi­ 
ness and conducted it for some tim e ; 
but, having been appointed by Governor 
Booth as Superintendent of the State Print­ 
ing Office, he again sold it, this time to H. 
B. Eddy and II. A. Weaver. Eddv died in 
October, 1873, after having established a 
reputation for literary ability in connection 
witli a publication known as “ The Valley 
W orld,” and his brother, Frank W. Eddy 
(now of the firm of Edwards & Co., Detroit, 
Mich.), succeeded to his interest in the 
business. The following year Mr. Weaver 
became sole proprietor, anil has personally 
conducteii the business for the past eleven 
years. The office was removed from the 
Union building to wh«re Foster & Co.’s 
binder}- now is, and subsequently to 327 J 
street. It lias the reputation of being one 
of tbe best appointed printing offices in tbe 
State. In the printing of briefs, transcripts, 
etc., it lias stood unexcelled, if eqt 
and of late years has been supplied with

T h e S t a t e P r is o n .— At the meeting of 
tbe State Prison Directors Thursday the 
offer of Lemon A Gallagher to give 45 cents 
each for 100,1X8) jute bags was refused, the 
Board fixing the price at 5 cents. Gf 69 
applications for pardon or commutation of 
sentence, 3 were recommended for execu­ 
tive clemency and 5 for commutation of 
sentence. 
The only case acted upon in 
open session was tliat of Thomas Dye, con­ 
victed of m urder in the second degree in 
Lake county, recommended for commuta­ 
tion of 15 to 8 years. Tlie annual report of 
Warden Shirley for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1885, showed that the total ex­ 
penses for the year were $170,222 87. The 
net earnings of the manufacturing depart­ 
ment were $51,208 25; other receipts, $7,­ 
778 64. The net increase in value of assets 
was $48,556 62. Of the total earnings of 
the manufacturing department, $17,709 24, 
or 26 per cent., was paid as per diem to 
prisoners. Deducting $58,986 89—the earn­ 
ings and incidental expenses—from $170,­ 
222 87. the total expenses, showed a net 
cost of $111,235 98, or $7 87 per capita per 
month, or 25J cents a day. There was paid 
for permanent improvements $6,962, and 
3,994 days’ labor was utilized. The esti­ 
mated value of the property at the State 
Prison, including the real estate, is $961,­

T h e C oroner's In q u est. 
Coroner J. Frank Clark held an inquest 
yesterday afternoon on the remains of Jos. 
Powers, the man who was shot by John 
Lowell at the Five-mile House at 7 p . m . 
Wednesday. The inquest was held at 
Brighton, at the late residence of the de­ 
ceased, the following-named gentlemen 
acting as jurors : 
P. Beckendorf, T. Ren- 
wick. B. M. T.ovejov, F. W. Ogden, G. W. 
Russell, Frank Sniith, Ed. Duneu. A. L. 
Warren. F. L. W arren, J. F. Ellis, E. II. 
Bostwick and W. C. Granger. . A post 
mortem examination was previously held 
by Doctors White. Manlove and Snider. 
Their rejiort in substance was as follows : 
The shot entered the body at the right 
shoulder and breast, m aking’a wound four 
and one-half inches long by two and one- 
half inches wide, extending from 
the 
shoulder forward below the collar-bone. 
The head of the humeros, or arm bone, 
was shattered, and the second, third and 
fourth ribs broken near the middle. Sev­ 
eral shot penetrated the chest and entered 
the right lung, and the wound was neces­ 
sarily fatal. 
From the evidence given, it was ascer­ 
tained that deceased was a native of Ire­ 
land, 59 years of age, married, had one 
child, hud lived in the neighborhood of 
.Brighton for upward* of twenty years, was 1 
universally respected, and enjoyed the rep­ 
utation of being an honest, quiet and peace­ 
able citizen. The testimony given by Roo­ 
ney. McMorrv, W hite an t other eye-wit­ 
nesses to the tragedy, was the same as that 
given in the R ecord-U nio n on Thursday 
morning, they all having been interviewed 
on the night of the shooting by a reporter 
of this paper. 
There, was no evidence to 
corroborate in any manner the statements 
made by Lowell, since his incarceration, 
that Powers was following him with an up­ 
lifted cobble-stone, and that the shooting 
was done in self-defense. Lowell yesterday 
morning said he desired to attend the in­ 
quest, hut later in the day declined to tlo 
so. 
It is just as well that lie did not go, for 
the Sheriff would perhaps have found it 
difficult to protect hi.s prisoner from the 
furv o' the large num ber assembled, all of 
whom fearlessly denounced the act as a 
cowardly and cold-blooded murder. 
All of 
the testimony was plionographically re­ 
ported by W in. J . Davis, the official Court 
reporter. The jury brought in a verdict 
that the deceased came to bis death from 
the effects of a gunshot wound indicted by 
John Lowell on the evening of September 
23, 188.3.

—The removal during the past week of the 
printing establishment of H. A. Weaver to 
more commodious quarters at 309 J street, 
reeails some interesting reminiscences in 
its history. This most complete printing 
house was established in 1868—seventeen 
years ago—by the late E. G. Jefferis, who 
enjoyed the reputation of being the most 
thorough craftsman, in certain lines, on 
the coast.

U n i o n ) building, in 1871 Jefferis disposed 
of the office to the present proprietor, II. 
A. Weaver. As an instance of the charac­ 
ter of the former—who acted on the princi­ 
ple that the word of a gentleman is as 
good as his bond—the sale was made on 
verbal conditions, no writings passing be­ 
tween 
the parties. 
Shortly 
afterward 
Mr. W eaver 
associated 
with 
himself 
John 
B. 
Lawrie, 
and 
in 
1873 
Mr. 
Jefferis 
repurchased 
the 
busi­ 
ness anil conducted it for some tim e ; 
but, having been appointed by Governor 
Booth as Superintendent of the State Print­ 
ing Office, he again sold it, this time to H. 
B. Eddy and 11. A. Weaver. Eddy died in 
October. 187.5, after having established a 
reputation for literary ability in connection 
with p publication known as “ The Valley 
W orld,” and his brother, Frank W. Eddy 
(now of the firm of Edwards it Co., Detroit, 
Mich.), succeeded to his interest in the 
business. The following year Mr. Weaver 
became sole proprietor, anil has personally 
conducted the business for the past eleven 
years. The office was removed from the 
Union building to wlmre Foster it Co.’s 
binder}- now is. and subsequent!/ to 327 J 
street. It has the reputation of being one 
of the best appointea printing offices in the 
State. In the printing of briefs, transcripts, 
etc., it lias stood unexcelled, if equalled, 
and of late years lias been supplied with 
all the latest materials and appliances for 
general job printing. No higher compli­ 
m ent could be paid its present proprietor 
than to say that the splendid reputation 
established by E .G .

T he .State P r iso n.—At the meeting of 
tiie State Prison Directors Thursday the 
offer of Lemon & Gallagher to give 44 cents 
each for 100,000 jute hags was refused, the 
Board fixing the price at 5 cents. Of 69 
applications for pardon or commutation of 
sentence, 3 were recommended for execu­ 
tive clemency and 5 for commutation of 
sentence. 
The only case acted upon in 
open session was that of Thomas Dye, con­ 
victed of murder in the second degree in 
Luke county, recommended for comm uta­ 
tion of 15 to 8 years. The annual report of 
Warden Shirley for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1885, showed that the total ex­ 
penses for the year were $170,222 87. The 
net earnings of the manufacturing depart­ 
ment were $51,208 25: other receipts, $7,­ 
778 64. The net increase in value of assets 
was $48,556 62. Of the total earnings of 
the manufacturing department, $17,709 24, 
or 26 per cent., was paid as per diem to 
prisoners. Deducting $58,986 89—the earn­ 
ings and incidental expenses—from $170,­ 
222 87. the total expenses, showed a net 
cost of $111,235 98, or $7 87 per capita per 
month, or 251 cents a day. There was paid 
for permanent improvements $6,962, and 
3,994 days’ labor was utilized. The esti­ 
mated value of the property at the State 
Prison, including the real estate, is $961,­ 
738 80.

MUSIC AXD DRAMA. 
Ferdinand Praeger has published a book 
under the title, "Wagner as I Knew Him.” 
“ Xcarer, My God, to Thee,” with can­ 
non accompaniment, tired on Sunday by a 
detachment of Massachusetts volunteer 
militia, was one of the recent novelties at 
Nantasket Beach. 
' 
Among the flints of chalk formation is 
occasionally found one that emits a clear 
musical sound when struck with another 
flint. A Frenchman has just succeeded in 
making a “piano” from these musical 
stones. The flints are suspended by wires 
above a sounding-board, and are played by 
two other flints. The stones of the piano 
number twenty-sir, forming two chro­ 
matic octaves, and were collected with 
much patient labor, during a period of 
more than thirty years.

Last wish : Continue to love 
tue, (liar friends! Bayreuth, #August 13, 
187H. Richard Wagner."

It was during this year 
that he wrote the famous “ Erl-king,” 
througii which lie first became known to 
the public. " When I finish one song,” he 
says, " I turn to the next." He wrote with 
the greatest easo, and never corrected his 
work. We are told that once, during a 
stroll through a little village, he happened 
to see a volume of Shakespeare, and on 
reading “ Hark, hark, the lark at heaven’s 
gate sings,” he said : “ Oh, such a melody 
lias come into my head; if only I had 
music-paper at hand!" Some one drew 
some staves on a bill of fare, and there, 
amidst the noise and confusion of an inn, 
lie wrote the lovely song that bears that 
title. Schubert was obliged to support 
himself from his songs, and as few of them 
were ever published, it is a mysterv how he 
ever managed to live.—[Agatha Tunis, in 
St. Nicholas. 
The distinguished composer, Saint-Saens, 
lias published with Caiman Levy his work 
on ‘ Harmonic et Melodie," which proves 
to be an interesting collection of short 
essays on music and musicians. The key­ 
note of the volume is an article in which 
the eminent composer ridicules the idea 
that music is simply an instrument of 
physical pleasure, and claims for it, on the 
contrary, the highest intellectual and spirit­ 
ual mission among the arts. He looks upon 
a love of mere melody as an elementary 
characteristic of musical sense when com­ 
pared with a love of harmony. From this 
be proceeds to an elaborate analysis of the 
“ Nibelungen Iting” of Wagner," which lie 
criticises with admirable impartiality. 
While warning French composers against 
any imitation of the German master, whose 1 
tendencies and theories can never have a ' 
sincere response in France, he does not 
conceal his admiration of Wagners genius, ' 
notably in the “ Rheingold,” and he has ' 
hardly praise enough for the “ Gotterdam- 
merung,” which “ holds the spectator’s 
attention awakened for sixliours without 
a minute’s relapse." There are also short 
articles on Liszt (for whose music, “ so full 
of color, so living, so melodious," he pre­ 
dicts a great popularity in France when­ 
ever an effort is made to perform it prop­ 
erly), on Felicien David, Offenbach, Berlioz 
and Henry Reber, and on the Birmingham 
Festival and the Societe des Concerts.—[The

the attentions he had received from a negro 
herb or voudoo doctor, was finally com­ 
pelled to summon a repnfable white physi­ 
cian. The latter visited the sick man and 
informed him that in order to save his life 
lie would have to endure an operation 
which called for some catting with instru­ 
ments. The negro acquiesced, and ihe 
medical man summoned several brother 
physicians to witness the operation and as­ 
sist him if necessary. 
When the lime to perform the delicate 
surgical work arrived four physicians drove 
up to the shanty in their carriages, and en­ 
tering the dingy place proceeded to work. 
The wife of the sick mail witnessed the first 
cut of the lancet and saw the blood fly. 
This terrified her, and she immediately 
went out into the alley, which is populated 
by very ignorant negroes, and spread the 
alarming report that “ de slap doctors arc 
in dar cuttin' up my poo’ husband.” A 
large crowd soon assembled about the place 
and shouted, “ Let dot man alone or we 
will mob yer.” They finally made a dem­ 
onstration with stones and clubs, and the 
physician: were compelled to beat a hasty 
retreat, with two policemen bringing up 
the rear. The operation was not finished 
and the sick .man died the following day. 
The physicians say, had they been allowed 
to finish the operation, the man would 
have recovered. 
Another case was that of a colored woman 
v, ho became insane on the subject, and was 
found wandering about in the woods in the 
suburbs of Washington by the police. She 
was placed in a cell, and for nearly twenty- 
four hours howled like a wild beast, at in­ 
tervals beseeching the ollicers to protect her 
from the ship doctors who wanted to grind 
her up and make castor oil of her pulver­ 
ized remains. 
The juvenile negroes stand in mortal 
dread of the terrible doctors and tlicir 
mouth plasters, and it is only necessary to 
yell “ slap doctor” at one of them at night, 
or even in the uaytime, to throw him into 
spasms or make him outdo the best time 
ever made by a race horse. Lately the 
tricky voudoos who infest this section have 
made much money by selling charms to 
the superstitions, which they allege will 
protect the wearer from the wiles of the 
tricky night doctors. The principal charm 
for this purpose is a string of beads to be 
worn around the neck. Tiiey charge $5 for 
the beads, and claim that they are made of 
infants’ hones saturated in the oil of tree 
toads and horned lizzards.—‘[Washington 
Cor. Brooklyn Eagle.- 
D ahom ey’* C ruel “ C ustom ." 
The system of “ warfare” followed by the 
Dahomians is the usual barbarous one of 
surprise. When the King declares war—a 
formality which he carefully observes year 
afler year—he rarely tells even the chief 
“ caboceers” the name of the town he in­ 
tends to attack. The army marches ont, 
and when within a day’s journey or so of 
its unhappy objective point silence at pain 
of instant death is enjoined and no fires are 
permitted to be lighted. All stragglers are 
taken prisoners, and the army is led 
through a road cut through the hush, and 
not along the regular highways. The town 
is surrounded in dead of night, and just 
befóte daybreak a rusli is made, and every 
man, woman and child not killed in the 
melee is captured, if possible, and sent to 
tlie D&liomian capital, Abomey, where 
some grace tlie succeeding custom (annual 
sacrificial ceremonies) and others are sent 
as slaves to distant parts of the kingdom, 
('a; nibalism, or something that approaches 
it very nearly, enters into the rites of the 
ninth or concluding ceremony of the yearly 
custom. Four men, known as the mendu- 
tion or cannibals, each furnished with 
sharpened sticks by way of fork and knife, 
are stationed in front of the platform from 
which the victims are thrown before decap­ 
itation. When the first captive is beheaded 
they take the body and cut off pieces of 
flcsli, which they rub with palm oil and 
roast overa fire kindled in the square be­ 
fore the platform. The human flesh is 
then skewered on the pointed sticks and 
carried round before the crowd, after which 
these fiends parade before the State prison­ 
ers and go througii the action of eating the 
sickening morsels. They chew the human 
meat before the terrified captives, but do 
not swallow it; and when they have worked 
upon the fears of the poor wretches for a 
sufficient time they retire, and, spitting out 
the chewed flesh, take strong native medi­ 
cine, which acts as an emetic, and it is to 
be sincerely hoped that the dose is by no 
means stinted.—[I’all Mall Gazette. 


A Curious Superstition A m ong W ashing­ 
ton N egroes. 
The " slap doctor” scare among the 
Washington negroes has assumed such a 
serious aspect that the authorities think of 
taking the matter in hand. The dense ne­ 
gro population in the national capital con­ 
tains many ignorant persons who faithfully 
believe in the virtue of voudoo doctors, for­ 
tune tellers, haunted houses and conjurers. 
Borne of them are even more credulous and 
superstitious than the Sandwich Islauders, 
who read their fate in the phosphorescent 
gleam of the rolling breakers, or see hosts 
of uncanny spirits trooping along the white 
sea beach in the weird, half tropical moon­ 
light of that charming region. The super­ 
stitious Washington negro regards the med­ 
ical student with holy horror, and looks 
upon the dissecting room of a medical col­ 
lege as a charnel house, where human be­ 
ings are killed after being captured by the 
dreaded “ slap doctor," and their bodies 
given to the students for dissection. They 
believe nearly all the “ stiffs” used during 
the college season are the mortal remains 
of luckless colored people who were kid­ 
naped on dark and rainy nights by the ter­ 
rible “slap doctors" andsold to thecolleges. 
The Enrjlt correspondent asked a negro 
messenger in one of the departments if he 
liad ever seen a slap doctor. 
“ No, sah,” he replied, “ but I has often 
hearn tell ob ’em. Dey wears a long black 
cloak an’ a mask ober der faces. De slaps 
only goes out on rainy ni'es, when it is as 
dark as charcoal. Dey carry a stickin' plas­ 
ter an' when dey ketch you dey slap de 
§1 aster ober your mouf so you can't holler, 
en dey ties you. and de ncx‘ thing youse 
in a wagon trabbslin’ ter dc medical col­ 
lege like a coon ’scaping from a pack ob 
hungry hounds. Pore’s no teliin’ how 
menny hard workin’, bones’ cnllud men 
has bin killed by deni murderin’ slap doc­ 
tors." 
This feeling has been so wrought up 
among the ignorant blocks that it is unsafe 
for a physician to visit certain sections of 
the city. " An incident of recent occurrence 
will illustrate the extent of the feeling re­ 
ferred to. A colored man who was living 
in a hovel in Brown’s a .ley, suffering from 
a complication of disorders, aggravated by 


•Salt hs a I>estroyer of the T eeth. 
At a recent meeting of the New York 
Odontological Society, I)r. E. I’avinly 
Brown said : I will venture the assertion 
that the excessive use of common salt is 
one of the main factors in the destruction 
of human teeth to-dav. 1 am now engaged 
in collecting some statistics on this point, 
from which I hope in time to demonstrate, 
what seems to me to be the fact, that com­ 
mon salt excessively used is a great solvent 
of tlie human teetli. If it will injure the 
human teeth through the chemistry of onr 
systems, in some way or other that I will 
not try to explain to niglit, why might it 
not also have the effect of preventing a 
good development of the teeth when taken 
into the system in excess? I have lately 
?rocured some statistics from the Sandwich 
slands, from a gentleman who has 
been 
there, covering a 
period of 
over 
forty 
years. 
that 
are very 
suggestive and interesting. Within that pe­ 
riod the teeth of the Sandwich Islanders have 
decayed rapidly, and since they have begun 
to decay it has been noticed thattbe natives 
are in the habit of biting off grea| chunks 
of salt and eating it with their food. Ac­ 
cording to all accounts, tlie teeth of the 
Sandwich Islanders were formerly the most 
free from decay of any people on the face 
of the earth, if I remember rightly. You 
will find that people who eat a great deal 
of salt are often entirely toothless. I know 
several instances of candy stote-keepers 
where three generations are entirely tooth­ 
less. People who cat an cxcessi'fl- amount 
of salt are tempted to eat large quantities 
of candy, pickles and vinegar. There seems 
to„bc a craving for those suhstiuioes after 
the excessive use of salt.—[Scientific Amer­ 
ican.

Before the cut had healed some sort of poi­ 
son was deposited in it. The hand became 
stiff and swollen, and finally began to puff 
up as though it was inflated with air. He 
came to me, and after I had prescribed for 
him we left my office together. 1 had just 
lit a fresh cigar. In the street my friend 
asked me for a light. I handed him my 
cigar. When he returned it to me I threw 
it away, and drawing a fresh cigar from my 
pocket lit it with a match. My friend 
looked at me in astonishment, and said he 
was sorry I considered it necessary to throw 
my cigar away. I told him that I thought 
he’ had no more right to handle my cigar 
with his injured hand than a leper has to 
kiss a healthy baby. 
Of course he saw 
what I meant right off, and was always 
very careful after that. If I had acted as a 
great many men and women would con­ 
sider it right to act, he would have gone 
around handling cigars promiscuously, and 
perhaps have caused a great deal of 
trouble.—[English Magazine.

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TURTLE-CATCHING 
At M idnight In D olores Ray, on the C oast 
o f Yucatan. 
Tlie air was exquisitely soft and balmy, 
and the moon so brilliant that every fleet­ 
ing cloud was reflected in the clear water 
of Dolores Bay, while the white sand of 
the shore glittered under our feet as we 
sauntered along enjoying the beautv of the 
scene. In this peaueful bay, six miles from 
the eastern coast of Yucatan, tbe .Spanish 
ships anchored nearly 100 years ago, and 
thcconquerors named the place Island Mu- 
geres, or Woman’s Island, because in the 
temples of the natives they found many 
images of women. One of those quaint 
sanctuaries still stands at the south point 
of the island, on an eminence whose rocky 
foundation is being washed away atom by 
atom, by ever-seething waves that perpetu­ 
ally dash against it. It is a deserted spot, 
the few inhabitants of the island ail dwell­ 
ing in the village of Dolores, just in front 
of the bay. Their principal industry is 
fishing, and from the month of April to 
August all their attention is given to turtle- 
catching. So on that moonlight night, as 
we strolled along the beach, men, women 
and children wi nded their way to the 
north end of the island,where all was silent 
as the white tombstones in the village 
graveyard by which we passed, some has­ 
tening their steps as if they feared some 
departed friend might stalk forth in wind­ 
ing-sheet. 
Reaching a place where thick bushes 
grew, not far from the water's edge, all 
concealed themselves behind the hushes or 
in the shadows cast by them, and from 
their hiding place watched silently for the 
turtles. These prolific creatures come to 
lay their eggs in the sand, never failing to 
select n spot above high-water mark, con­ 
sequently at low tide they have to go a 
good way up the beach. Having chosen a 
place they quickly make a hole in the sand 
and deposit therein about 100 eggs, over 
which they again put the sand, leavingjhe 
spot in appearance as they found it, so that 
no one wuukl discover the nest but for the 
tracks of the turtle, which immediately 
returns to the water, leaving the eggs to he 
hatched by the heat of the sun ; and in due 
time the little turtles make their way out 
and go straightway to the water. 
When the turtle begins to cover the eggs 
the people creep from their hiding place 
and cut off her way to the water; then, 
when she starts toward them, they capture 
her and turn her over, not without trouble, 
for some weigh as much as 500 pounds. 
The fl ips arc then tied, and a mark set on 
tlie shell, so that when morning comes 
each party may know which they have 
captured. ‘1 he family that catches two or 
three in a night is well satisfied. 
The turtles have formidable jaws, and it 
is necessary to keep one’s hands well out of 
their reach, tor they can break a man’s 
limb as we can a match. As for com bs— 
most abundant in those waters—though the 
shell is hard to break with a hammer, the 
cahuamo easily cracks it, to eat the deli­ 
cious contents. 
The cahuamo, or hawk bjll, is the largest 
kind of turtle, weighing from HriO to 600 
pounds. Its flesh tastes like good beef, tint 
is generally left on the beach to rot and be 
consumed by buzzards, the people not be­ 
ing numerous enough fo eat it all, though 
large quantities are dried and salted to be 
sold as jerked bec-f. Some people once 
went to considerable expense to preserve 
this meat, but we are told that it turued 
bad in the cans. 
The people gather the egg. the fat and 
the shell, though the last is worth so little 
that they do not always take the trouble to 
lift it from the beach; many are scattered 
over the sand. The eggs are considered a 
great delicacy, and taste very rich, but have 
a strange sandiness that is unpleasant to 
the palate. 
The carey (Chclonia imbricata) is smaller 
and of more value. The least the islanders 
will take for the shell is two and a half or 
three dollars a pound; rather than accept 
less they will keep it in their house from 
one year to another. The carey, as well as 
the green turtle, is caught with harpoons 
and nets. The green turtle is carried tu 
British Honduras, where they are worth 
from $1 50 to $3 each, the shell not being 
used. The poor creatures are transported 
in small saiiitig vessels, where they lie on 
their back on deck exposed to the scorch­ 
ing sun, and once a day have buckets of 
water dashed over them to keep them alive.

If thus used only as a tem­ 
porary remedy for an acute, and tem­ 
porary. or exceptional attack of indiges­ 
tion, ail is well; but the cayenne, whether 
taken in pills or dusted over tlie food, or 
stewed with it in curries or otherwise, is 
one of the mrsi crnel of slow poisons 
when taken habitually. Thousands of 
poor wretches are crawling miserably 
toward their graves, the victims of the 
multitude of maladies of both mind and 
body that are connected with chronic in­ 
curable dyspepsia, all brought about by the 
use of cayenne and condimenta! cousins. 
The usual hi story of those victims is that 
they began by overfeeding, took the condi­ 
ment to force the stomach to do more than 
its healthful amount of work, using blit a 
little it first. The stomach became toler­ 
ant of this little and demanded more; then 
more, and more, and more, until at lust the 
inflammation, ulceration, and torpedity, 
' and finally the death of the digestive 
powers, accompanied with all that long 
train ol miseries to which I have referred.

COTTON-SEED OIL. 
Its Valuó fts an A rticle of Food In Europe 
and A m erica—E xtensively Used. 
There is a large market for cotton-seed 
oil in this city, and an establishment where 
the refining process is carried on. The oil 
is supplied to soap-makers, lard refiners, 
bakers, confectioners, grocers, bottlers of 
olive oil, paint mixers, screw cutters, manu­ 
facturers of putty, buttcrine-niakers, etc., 
the material reaching the consumer through 
all these and other avenues of trade. 
Special efforts have recently been made to 
introduce it to the attention of bakers, and 
through the grocers ar.d butchers, to house­ 
holds for use in cooking. It is said to be 
preferred by those who use it because it isa 
pure and wholesome article of food, about 
which there is not, and cannot be, a shadow 
or taint of disease of any kind ; while the 
hog and all other animals are liable to 
cholera, trichina, anti other diseases, for 
which reason their product carries with it 
the seeds of bodily ills to the human family 
through the medium of the kitchen. It is 
strange that the public should turn up its 
nose at the article which is pure and whole­ 
some, while willingly buying and using it 
as au adulterant of lard, butterinc and 
other articles used as food. 
Bakers and others who use cottonseed 
oil are as yet backward to acknowledge it, 
chiefly owing to the prejudice that exists 
in the public mind against its use, which 
in tiun \s due to a general knowledge of 
tue fact that it is sometimes employed as 
an adulterant. But some of the most pro­ 
gressive bakers and merchants are growing 
more disposed to openly proclaim that 
they use the article and to give their rea­ 
sons therefor. 
Of course the principal 
reason is the fact that the oil is econom­ 
ical, which should, however, be a strong 
recommendation so long as it can be proved 
that the article is healthy. 
It is estimated 
that for bakers’ use three pounds of tbe oil 
will do the work of four pounds ot lard, 
while the cost at wholesale is at present a 
quarter of a cent per pound less for the 
former than for the latter. 
In the manufacture of high grades of 
soap cotton-seed oil lias no superior, and 
large soap-makers use several thousand 
barrels of it annually. Lard refiners are 
a so heavy buyers. 
Miners in the west 
use it almost to the exclusion of other 
kinds of oil for illuminating purposes, as 
it is non-explosive ami gives a very good 
light. But its chief value will yet be found 
to lie in its qualities as an article of hu­ 
man food, as it is a builder up and »us- 
tainer of bone and binew. It promises to 
be a great aid to consumptives and other 
weak constitutions. 
Cotton-seed oil contains no less than 95 
per cent, of nutriment. This statement is 
epor 
meut by the Purveyor of the English army 
in regard to the use of certain urticles as 
food. He recommended cotton-seed oil as 
a heat producer and substitute for other 
fats, and largely as a substitute for meat. 
American cotton-seed oil has also played 
an important part in the rapid recuperation 
ofFrance after her exhaustive war with Ger­ 
many. The French arc large raisers ot 
cereals, and as they cost the consumer 
about four-fifths as much as meat, the 
French people have eaten their cereals and 
sold their meat, using cotton-seed oil in the 
place of the latter, serving it up in combi­ 
nation with preparations irom grain in the 
many palatable ways for which that people 
are noted. Spain, Portugal, Italy, anil 
other southern European countries arc ha­ 
bitual consumers of cotton-seed oil, while 
Germany, England, and Russia, use large 
quantities, mostly as food, in the army of 
the last named country, it forms a part of 
the regular rations, and it has found its 
way even into Siheria, where the hunters 
carry it with them as a part of their regular 
supplies.—[Chicago Tribune.

M easure TOO fe .t on eacii side and you 
will have a square acre w ithin an inch. 
A prom inent fruit-grow er says th at the 
profits derived from fruit depend upon the 
quality of th e crop, instead o f the quantity. 
T he Tribune «avs th at W in. Pickett has 
on his place, near don ima, g rap ev in es of 
the Black H am burg variety w hich w ill pro­ 
duce four crops th is season. 
T he C hester W hite hogs are still the fa­ 
vorite in Pennsylvania, a position they 
have held for m any years, although com ing 
in com petition w ith all other breeds. 
T he average yield for three years of 
w hole potat ,e-< planted a t the O hio E xperi­ 
m ent Station was 240 bu-hels per a c re ; 
th at from single-eye pieces, 130 bushels per 
acre. 
H ave your pigs and hogs access to plenty 
o f fresh w ate r? 
If not, provide it as soon 
as possible. Good, pure, fresh w ater is as 
essential to healthy developm ent in the 
hog as in th e cow or horse. 
In N orthern O hiodroughts are m uch less 
frequent now under a system of m ixed hus­ 
bandry than they were tw enty or thirty 
years ago under a system o f pasture, m ead­ 
ow and dairying under old-fashioned m eth­ 
ods. 
A novel inode of lighting is used in the 
new wine cellar now being dug at Jacob 
Sohram 's place. 
A large m irror is so 
placed as to reflect the su n ’s rays into the 
tunnel, causing a b rilliant light"—ICalisto- 
gian. 
The Kr nch claim to have discovered 
th at a m ixture of oil, naphtha, quicklim e 
and w ater w ill destroy th e w inter eggs of 
the phylloxera w ithout injuring the grape­ 
vines. W inter is the best tim e to attack the 
scourge. 
B ut few farm ers know th e relative val­ 
ues of th e feeding stuffs lie y buy, or the 
com position of the m anure used. 
A nd yet 
the thoroughly practical farm er should 
possess fiuon knowledge, 113 m uch as m ay 
be possible, in order to better enable him 
to conduct his business in th e m ost profita­ 
ble m anner and at the least expense. 
T he Rural Home says th a t few farm ers 
have ever been poorer by spending a little 
m oney 011 literature connected w ith their 
business and studying it. T he m an who 
know s w hat he is doing, and know s how 
and w here to cheapen th e cost of bis prod-, 
uct, will p u ll ihroughj w hile the unlearned 
are a drag both to them selves and others. 
In testing the value of cooked and u n ­ 
cooked food for pigs, an Ohio pork-raiser 
claim s th at a bushel of corn fed on the cob 
will produce n ine pounds of pork, while an 
equal q uantity ground and fed raw will 
yield twelve pounds. 
The food used was 
corn. 
A bushel boiled m ade thirteen and 
a h a lf pounds o f pork and a bushel of 
cooked m eal m ade sixteen and a h alf 
pounds. 
T he first year of the heifer dem ands the 
m ost care. 
The cow is partially a creature 
of habits, and w hen she has her first calf 
she should not be perm itted to dry off 
sooner th an eight m onths. 
H er quantity 
of m ilk m ay be sm all near tiie enu of th at 
period, but siiesjiould be m ilked as leug as 
porsible. T he next season the difficulty will 
n o t be so great, and by the tim e she has 
her th ird calf h er habits w ill be fixed. 
T he R iverside 1‘re.u and Horticulturist 
says that l)r, Jarvis lias sold his dried apri­ 
eto, crop ot th irty tons for nearly $11,000, in 
sacks, at his ranch. T his saves "a large ex­ 
pense of boxing and delivering. A nother 
fruit-grow er ¡11 A rlington recently sold his 
crop of 1,600 pounds o f dried apricots at 25 
cents per pound, delivered in the East, 
w hich is about 231 cents per pound deliv­ 
ered here. 
Dr. Jarvis has about forty acres 
of apricot orchard in bearing. 
T he follow ing m ixtures are'recorr.m end­ 
ed as excellent fur coating plows and tools 
in order to keep them from ru stin g : D is­ 
solve an ounEe of resin i:i four ounces of 
linseed oil, and add one q u art of kerosene, 
stirring the m ixture well. 
A pply in a 
w arm condition. 
A nother m ethod is to 
dissolve an ounce of cam phor in turpen­ 
tine, and add f our ounces c f laid and one 
ounce of pulverized black lead or stove 
polish ; m ix well and ru b 011 w ith a rag. 
W e have noticed som e discussion iatelv 
in th e exchanges as to w hether there is 
such a thing as an evergreen blackberry 
vine. 
A. H. Poe inform s us th a t h e has 
one th at has m ade a grow th on one vino 
th is season of tw vm y-seven feet, and it is 
now grow ing tw o inches pier day. 
A n­ 
other shoot from the sam e root has grown 
eighteen set. 
Mr. Poe has also left at this 
otlice a specim en of his Pam pas grass, 
w hich is nine feet high,—{Lakeport Bee- 
Dem ocrat. 
T he price of grapes is steadily on the in ­ 
crease, confidence is restored and som ething 
of th e old tim e enthusiasm in the w ine in ­ 
dustry is being evin ■ i. 
As high as *25 
per ton is offered for white grapes and Zin- 
landcl, and other varieties are selling at 
$20. Som e parties refuse $20 all round for 
th eir grapes and are holding for $25. 
The 
price seems now fixed a t from $20 to $25, 
except in cases of Mission and M ulvoisies 
w hich go begging at $5 to $12 respectively. 
[St. H elena Star. 
The p lant know n as sesam e bids fair to 
becom e a form idable rival of the olive. 
It 
is largely grown In India and China. 
It is 
an annual, m aturing in three m onths from 
th e lim e of planting, and two crops are 
grow n each year. 
The seeds are* very 
sm all, ten of them weighing onlv a grain. 
T hey contain fifty per cent. v,'f oil, by 
weight, w hile the fruit of th e olive has but 
thirty per cent. 
The im ports of sésamo 
fruit into France am ount to 70,000 or tí),000 
tons per annum . 
T he oil is m uch used to 
adulerate olive oil, which it e l ,?ely re­ 
sem bles.—[Exchange. 
A .Michigan straw berry grow er practices 
straw -m ulching of the vines to keep the 
berries clean, and when the season is ended 
burns the straw as it lies. 
T he lieat clears 
off th e leaves and creepers from the plants, 
bes.des destroying th e seeds th at lie on the 
surface, as well as insects and larva. A fter 
several years trial it has been found th at 
w hen ratn comes new leaves start out from 
th e crown of the plant, w hich is uninjured 
by the fiery ordeal through w hich it has 
passed.

P. Longley, of the A lleghany 
Observatory, returned to-day from E urope. 
H e is m aking researches as to solar bent 
and spots upon the sun for the Governm ent. 
The greater part o f his trip was spent at 
(he various observatories in England and 
.Prance. 
My observations have convinced 
m e,” «aid Prof. Longley, " th a t we have a 
m istaken conception of the color o f su n ­ 
light. 
M any suppose it to be w hite, while 
in reality it is blue. T he delusion is ow ing 
to our senses, because we have never been 
able to see th e true color of the sun. 
Sup­ 
pose a m an who had lived from infancy 
under the roof of a cavern, where the light 
outside was inferred only by its shadows, 
was brought for the first tim e in to th e full 
splendors o f the sun, w hat would be his 
conception o f the color? 
If th at cave had 
been lit by a sunshine com ing through a 
reddish glass in the roof, w ould the perpet­ 
ual dw eller ever have an idea but th at the 
sun was red ? 
H ow is he to know the glxss 
is colored if he has never had anything in 
his life to com pare it w ith ? 
H ow can he 
have any idea but that this is the sum of 
all the su n 's radiation corresponding to our 
idea o f w hite or colorless lig h t? 
W ill not 
the b a b ito f his life confirm his idea that 
the sun is red, and will ho not th in k there 
is no color in the glass so long as he cannot 
go outside to see ? 
H abit is equally strong 
w ith us, w hether we dwell in a cave or un­ 
der th e sky. 
A ll m en, educated or ig n o r­ 
ant, appear to have the evidences in their 
senses th at the ¡dr is colorless, and th at pure 
sunlight is white, so that if I venture to 
show th at the sun is blue and the air really 
acts like an orange-colored veil, or a seive, 
w hich picks out the blue and leaves the 
w hite, I do so in the confidence th at I am 
to prove the assertion, as it has" been a 
study of m ine for a num ber o f years. 
1 do 
not m ean to say tiiat the original sunlight 
is a pure m onochrom atic blue by any 
m eans, b u t that, though its rayo contain 
red, orange, blue and all th e other spectral 
colors, the blue and the violet and the 
allied tints were originally there in dispro­ 
portionate am ounts.” 
The results of the 
Protossor’s observations will be published 
by the Signal Service D epartm ent in book 
form.

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S an F ra n c isc o , Septem ber 25th.—The 
'second day's session of th e State Conven­ 
tion of Fruit-grow ers, at San Francisco, 
was held in the C ham ber ol Com merce in 
th is city to-day. 
The m eeting was called 
to order at 9:40 a . m. by H on. M. M. Estee, 
o n e of the Vice-Presidents, and, in the ab­ 
sence of Professor H ilgard, assum ed the 
Chair. 
T he m inutes of th e Convention for 
th e preceding day were read by the Secre­ 
tary, E. J. W ickson, and approved. 
The C hair stated th at th e question before 
th e Convention was the m otion to change 
th e am ount of capital stock, under th e cor- 
lKtration proposed by the com m ittee, from 
$100,000 to §250,000. T he m otion to change 
was adopted. 
A. T. H atch, of Suisun, suggested that 
th e Convention hear from those w ho have 
had experience in shipping fruit to the 
East. 
He asked o f th e C hair that those 
w ho had thus shipped fruit should rise. 
N ineteen arose. 
None of the shippers volunteering re­ 
m arks, H on. C hancellor Ilartson. of Napa, 
said he had been appointed to represent the 
fruit-growers of his section. 
H e thought 
the action of the Convention was of great 
m om ent, as effecting a great and im ­ 
portant industry—really th e chief industry 
of the State. 
H is confidence in the^rreat, 
experience and judgm ent of Mr. Liver­ 
more, of the com m ittee w hich had form ­ 
ulated the pian proposed for adoption of 
the Convention, would o f itself lead him 
to indorse the proposition. 
The system 
proposed was a representative one, and 
those who would carry it out are personally 
interested, anil the stockholders them selves 
are all to be fruit-grow ers. 
Can it be said 
th at these stockholders cannot select a 
com petent, honest directory out of their 
num bers? 
H e did not 
see, therefore, 
that the objection raised—that it w ould 
be centralizing pow er into a few hands, 
which m ight be abused—could have any 
force. 
T he stockholders them selves create 
and recreate or reform the Board of Direct­ 
ory at will. 
It is necessary to have the 
entire work of shipping in 'the hands of a 
single body, so that w hen cars are shipped 
from Sacram ento, w hich is to be the princi­ 
pal or central point of th e organization, it 
m ay not go to a city w here th e m arket has 
just been supplied. 
It w ould be the work 
of this Directory to keep fully inform ed of 
every consignm ent of fruit to 'th e East, and 
thus not send a second carload to a place 
already supplied. The speaker said he had 
no interest in this plan beyond to see th at 
system adopted w hich shall be m ost sue 
ccssful and advantageous to the interests 
of all. 
A sim ilar system to the one here 
under consideration was now in m ost satis­ 
factory and successful operation in D ela­ 
ware, and lie believed it wise to adopt it 
here. 
A. Block, of Santa Clara, gave his ex­ 
perience and inform ation as to the danger 
o f glutting the m arket points a t th e East, 
in the absence of know ledge as to w hat 
supply has already been sent forw ard by 
others, 
lie thought th e proposed plan a 
wise one, and that by due co-operation the 
fruit-grow ers could greatly benefit them ­ 
selves and the fruit interests. 
V . It. Aiken, of Santa Cruz, and C hair­ 
m an of the C om m ittee upon Organization, 
said th at Mrs- PdTtihgioh tue oilier night, 
in a lecture in this city, said : 
" D on't lake 
th e bull by the liorus ; 
take it by the tail, 
and then you can let go o f him w henever 
you are a m ind to. ’ 
In th e m atter of or­ 
ganization he thought som e were desirous 
to take th e hull by th e horns, w hile others 
w ere very careful as to even taking hold of 
it by th e tail. 
B ut the subject cannot be 
lightly handled, said he. 
There is to-day 
not an over-production of fruit in this 
State, but seem ingly a lack in m ethod 
to dispose of it: 
a lack of co-operation 
in the m atter of sending it properly to 
those who are anxious to pay us rem unera­ 
tive prices for it. 
Co-operation was w hat 
w as necessary, in order to deal properly 
w ith the railroad com pany. T he com pany 
is w illing to m eet th e fruit-grow ers, b u t the 
fruit-grow ers, w hile no t organized, are not 
in a position to benefit by if. 
H e said he 
was one of the com m ittee w ho w ent to the 
railroad com pany to get better term s, and 
M r. Tow ne told us at th at tim e th a t they 
w ould reduce th e price o f transportation 
$290 per car. “ B ut," he rem arked, " it will 
do you fruit-grow ers no good. 
Y ou will 
no t get the benefit. 
It w ill go into the 
pockets of the com m ission m en. ’ 
A nd it 
has proved true. 
Now, if we will organize, 
we can have the full benefit of reduced 
rates of freights, and the far greater benefits 
w hich m ay be derived from active co-oper­ 
ation in all m atters connected w ith fruit 
interests o f the State. It was lor this reason 
th at iie was anxions to have all present 
join heartily in the organization proposed. 
L. F . M oulton, of Colusa, desired to have 
th e vote upon the resolutions before the 
C onvention be deferred u n til n ext January, 
and th a t by letting th e editors of the State, 
especially th e agricultural editors, discuss 
th e proposed plans, the m ilk in the cocoa- 
nut, he thought, would be gotten out and 
its real value ascertained. 
H e advised the 
Convention to go slow. 
A. T. H atch said he had not heard m uch 
from any experienced producing shippers 
upon this subject, and lie was not entirely 
clear upon the plan. 
H e did not believe 
th e m ajority of the largest producers would 
enter into the arrangem ent, and be there­ 
fore feared the adoption o f the plan would 
result sim ply in a division of the E astern 
shipping. 
K. J. T rum bull said the great difficulty 
had been heretofore in obtaining rates from 
th e railroad com pany; th a t those who 
asked for the sam e could not tell how m uch 
they w anted to s h ip ; there was no co-oper­ 
ation, and only sm all an d dissevered lots 
were offered by the growers them selves, 
and ih e growers could not say to th e rail­ 
road com pany " W e w ill furnish fruit for 
so m any cars a day, or for every other day.” 
U nder such a plan as now proposed, the 
D irectors of the corporation could say with 
perfect assurance to the comparfy, “ W e 
will furnish fifteen carloads every other 
day for shipm ent for the present, a'nd prob­ 
ably m uch m ore soon.” 
W hen th is is done 
the prom ise of the railroad officials is al­ 
ready obtained for a reduction to $300 per 
car. the fruit to be taken through by special 
train on passenger-train tim e. T his w ill be 
th e first result of co-operation, and others 
as beneficial w ill follow. 
G. M. Ciay, of Chico, Superintendent of 
G eneral Bidwell’s orchards, referring to the 
necessity of a corporation to the end of se­ 
curing better prices and less expense, said 
four car loads had been shipped this season 
from Chico to the 
East. 
The 
freight 
am ounted to $3,255 93 and the fruit sold for 
$4.15(1 85 in Chicago. 
O ut of this were the 
fu rth er expenses of $32 20 for drayage, 
$41(i 68 comm ission, $270 96 for boxes, $140 
for packing, and $72 for w rapping paper. 
Tlijs left the full receipts insufficient to pay 
th e expenses by $30 :>2. an d th e item s of 
outgoes does not include the expenses of 
cultivation, picking and hauling up to the 
cars. 
Mr. Clay was earnestly in favor of an 
organization and co-operation, for if this 
or some other course was n o t taken fruit­ 
growers m ust give up fruit-shipping. 
A vote was then taken upon th e report 
o f the com m ittee, in favor of form ing a 
corporation of fruit-growers w ith $250,000 
capital stock and a Board of Directors to 
have charge of fruit shipm ents, etc., and it 
was unanim ously adopted. 
Mr. K inney. of Los Angeles, read the 
following, w hich was adopted w ithout 
d e b ate: 
S i.solved. That it is the sense ol this m eeting 
th at in the m atter of transportation no person 
should receive rates or privileges that will 
operate to force other individuals to belong to 
or ship through any such favored organization 
or person. 
We believe th at the rates on fruit 
shipm ents should be reasonable, public and 
equal to all. 
Mr. Block m oved th at the report and 
resolutions thus adopted be referred back 
to the sam e com m ittee th at form ed them , 
n n d th a t said com m ittee com plete th e de­ 
tails of the plaD and report the sam e to a 
future m eeting. 
Carried. 
A . T. H atch, of the com m ittee, said th at 
in asm u ch as lie was not only not in h a r­ 


m ony w ith the plan, h u t w ould endeavor 
to antagonize it (although he had not voted 
against it), h e requested th at his nam e be 
om itted from th e com m ittee. 
T he C hair stated th at as Mr. H atch said 
"he should antagonize the plan, it would be 
proper th at som e one else should take his 
place on the com m ittee, and unless he 
heard objection his resignation would be 
regarded as accepted. 
No response being 
made, the C hair announced a vacancy upon 
th e com m ittee, and, 
upon 
m otion. A. 
Block, of Santa Clara, was elected to fill it. 
Moved and carried, that w hen this organ­ 
ization is 
com pleted and incorporated, 
it act, so far as possible, in harm ony w ith 
al! other organizations having the sam e ob­ 
ject in the State. 
Mr. Cassidy, of Petalum a, presented a 
petition from 
fruit shippers, asking a 
change in the size of fruit boxes, so that 
those for plum s, grapes, apricots, nectarines, 
peaches, etc., be 20 inches long, 12 inches 
wide and 55 inches deep. Those for apples, 
pears, quinces, etc., 22 inches long, 11 
inches deep and 12 wide. 
Mr. Block, w ith som e w arm th, said he 
was utterly opposed to th e proposition. 
H e said som e tim e ago th e fruit growers 
agreed upon and (adopted the present-sized 
boxes, and he never had heard any objec­ 
tion except from com m ission m en, and 
now they had sent in their petition, to u p ­ 
set w hat the fruit-grow ers hud done. 
H e 
m oved th at the paper be laid on the table, 
w hich was accordingly done w ithout oppo­ 
sition. 
Dr. K im ball, of H ayw ards, expressed re­ 
grets th at th e attention of th e Convention 
had been exclusively occupied u ntil its 
close w ith th e question only as to organiza­ 
tion. 
H e w ould like to have a com m ittee 
of three appointed to fix a price and ar­ 
range for the selling of fruit from all the 
growers at such price, around the bay and 
vicinity, to the canneries of San Francisco. 
Mr. Block desired th e com m ittee to have 
a broader scope, and take in the entire 
State—the question o f prices which all can­ 
neries should pay, etc., and w hich growers 
should ask. 
Mr. W ilcox, of Santa Clara, suggested 
th at the whole m atter be left in the hands 
of the Com m ittee on 
O rganization and 
Corporation. 
Upon m otion it was so or­ 
dered. 
Dr. Obed H arvey, of Galt, m oved th at 
the petition for change of size of fruit boxes 
be also taken from th e table and referred 
to th e sam e com m ittee, and it was so or­ 
dered. 
David Lubin, of Sacram ento, m ade a 
m otion th a t a com m ittee of five be ap ­ 
pointed to consult w ith the railroad au ­ 
thorities about th e reduction o f freight to 
$300 per carload for fruit, an d to, if pos­ 
sible, induce th e com pany to inaugurate 
the plan of receiving shipm ents of quarter 
carload lots, as he had proposed tlie day 
previous. 
T he suggestion was m ade that this ques­ 
tion cam e clearly w ithin the scope of the 
organization about to be formed, w hereupon 
Mr. Lubin w ithdrew his m otion. 
T he C hair stated that as no com m ittee 
had yet been appointed, as yesterday d i­ 
rected, to urge upon the next Legislature, 
concerning including various kinds of trees, 
as subject to being infested by insect pests, 
that lie would appoint Mr. f orcoran, of So­ 
nom a , A. K inney, of Los Angeles, and 
Mr. W ilcox, of Santa Clara. 
Mr. N utting, of San Francisco, was called 
upon, and stated that 5,000,000 people about 
Boston are unable to obtain California 
fruit, except at prohibitory rates. 
Grapes, 
for exam ple, bring there fifty cents a 
pound, w hile growers here get only one 
and two cents. 
No dealer in Boston can 
pet California fruit, except through one 
firm in Chicago—that o f Porter Bros.—who 
virtually hold a m onopoly of the business. 
The question o f th e tim e w hen the 
Com m ittee upon O rganization should re­ 
port was then discussed, and it was finally 
decided th at w hen the Convention ad­ 
journed it should be until the second 
Tuesday of N ovem ber at IQ a , m .

to effect a perm anent organization. 
After 
adopting a resolution th an k in g th e C ham ­ 
ber of Com merce for the use of its hall, 
and requesting its use lor the next m eet­ 
ing, the Convention closed.
